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Editorial 





SPRING STORMS 


Heavy snowstorms that swept 
across large areas of the country in 
late winter, after an unusually mild 
season earlier, provided plenty of 
moisture for farms and gardens, so 
that plants in the ground will be well 
prepared for spring growth in that 
respect. But the weight of the suc- 
cessive heavy falls of snow, especially 
where it was wet and subsequently 
froze, may have caused some dam- 
age to evergreens, hedges and, to a 
lesser extent, deciduous trees. 

The breakage that resulted proba- 
bly can be largely met by judicious 
and expert pruning, and there are 
certain to be many inquiries from 
customers of nurserymen on _ that 
score. It is an opportune time to 
emphasize the need for regular prun- 
ing, as well as renovating through 
fertilization, in order to make ever- 
greens compact in shape so as to 
shed snow more easily, to keep 
hedges symmetrical and to maintain 
flowering shrubs and small trees in 
healthy and attractive condition. 
Arhorists who have men expert at 
this type of work can do much to 
improve gardens and to enlarge their 
own business, aside from their rou- 
tine tree pruning, spraying and ferti- 
lizing. 

While the home-building public 
has become more garden minded in 
recent years, particularly in respect 
to the planting of their new grounds, 
the maintenance of older shrubs, 
evergreens and trees about homes of 
an earlier era is still far from its 
most desirable stage. This is partly 
due, no doubt, to the fact that those 
firms and individuals offering pro- 
fessional services have their hands 
just about full during the season, and 
there is a lack of trained and experi- 
enced garden labor. On the small 
place, the homeowner can do much 
for himself if he is properly advised, 
and those who conduct newspaper 
columns and write for garden maga-

zines can do better service by giving 
the public down-to-earth advice on 
this matter, instead of writing about 
exotic flowers which interest few 
persons. 

he coming spring season, there- 
fore, will be a good time to empha- 
size the necessity, as well as the 
desirability for beauty’s sake, of 
maintenance practices and 
methods to keep shrubs, trees and 
evergreens shapely and healthy.

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TESTING NEW PLANTS 

important is the adequate and 
proper testing of new horticultural 
varieties of plants, particularly of 


woody types, that nurserymen and 
hybridizers contemplating such in- 
troductions should not overlook the 
announcement of John C. Wister, 
chairman of the committee on plant 
testing of the American Association 


of Botanical Gardens and Arbor- 
etums, that was published in the 
February 15 issue of the American 


Nurseryman. 

That organization, in conjunction 
with the American Association of 
Nurserymen and the American Hor- 
ticultural Council, will sponsor the 
testing of new varieties, or cultivars, 


of woody plants. In that way, some 


solution, it is hoped, will be achieved 
for a set of problems that has long 
plagued the industry. 

Arboretums and botanical gardens 
from among the association’s mem- 
bers will conduct tests of plants sup- 
plied them by nurserymen, breeders 
and explorers. Twenty-nine institu- 
tions are now numbered on the list, 
which may be obtained from the sec- 
retary of the association, C. W. Fen- 
ninger, John J. Tyler Arboretum, 
Lima, Pa. 


These institutions cover most of 


the country. While nearly half of 
the 29 are in the northeastern sea- 
board states, arboretums scattered 
through the midwestern states cover 
that territory, and a conspicuous 
gro serve the Pacific coast. If 
there is need for such testing 
grounds in the south, undoubtedly 
they will be found. 


More than once it has been urged 


on this page that nurserymen, arbor- 
ists and others in this field should be 
acquainted with the arboretums at 
least in their neighboring areas, not 
only for the benefit of widening their 
acquaintance with the trees and 
shrubs adaptable to the area, but 
also for the knowledge to be obtained 
as to the work for the advancement 
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of horticulture, in a private or public 
way, being done at these institutions, 
Any reader who does not know how 
to go about obtaining desired infor. 
mation on this score may feel free to 
write the editor of this magazine. 





PROFIT BY COST CONTROL 


In an interview printed by many 
newspapers across the country re. 
cently, the head of one of the na- 
tion’s largest and most successful 
corporations asserted that profits 
in 1960 will be increased chiefly 
through the elimination of waste 
and careful attention to costs. The 
policy has already been put into 
practice in some other large corpo- 
rations as well, because their earning 
statements published recently show 
somewhat larger profits in 1959 on 
a smaller increase in sales or no in- 
crease at all. 

The stand against inflation advo- 
cated by the federal administration 
and supported by the public is one 
reason for this policy. The sentiment 
against price increases, shown by 
businessmen and the public, is such 
that alternatives are sought to im- 
prove profits, and the chief of these 
are cost control and curtailment of 
waste. Labor disputes emphasize that 
wages Cannot continue to go upward. 

In every theater therefore, the 
policy in 1960 will be to make the 


dollar go further. While the nursery f 


business seems likely to have open to 
it greater increases in sales volume 
as the high rate of building con- 
tinues, yet here, too, practices and 
methods must be studied to deter- 
mine whether waste can be elimi- 
nated and costs curtailed in order to 
produce more adequate profits.

Attendance Up at Maryland Course 


Hears Talks on Pruning, Weed Control, Landscape Topics and Lawns 


The threat of blustering winds 
and heavy rainfall failed to deter a 
record attendance of 125 nursery- 
men at the annual University of 
Maryland short course, February 18. 
Held in the Student Union building 
on the university's College Park 
campus, the event proved so success- 
ful that the nurserymen present ap- 
proved the suggestion that the short 
course be made a 2-day affair in 
the future. 

Ray Gustin, Jr., Gustin Gardens, 
Inc., Rockville, president, Maryland 
Nurserymen’s Association, presided 
over both the morning and _ after- 
noon sessions. Dr. Conrad B. Link, 
horticulture department, University 
of Maryland, headed the program 
committee, which included members 
of the nurserymen’s association; Dr. 
George S. Langford, state entomolo- 
gist, and Charles W. McComb, both 
of the university's department of 
entomology. 

Association Incorporates 

In a brief business meeting after 
the short course, members of the 
Maryland Nurserymen’s Association 
voted to incorporate the organiza- 
tion and to refer back to the execu- 
tive committee for further study the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
providing for a change in dues and 
the hiring of a paid executive secre- 
tary. 

The first speaker of the day, Dr. 
Link, pointed out that pruning is a

practice on which all nurserymen 
need to be fully informed, since it 
enters all aspects of their business 
from wholesaling through retailing. 
Nurserymen are interested in plants 
for landscape purposes; so pruning 
programs must be fitted to the uses 
for which these plants are intended. 
Generally, if too much pruning is 
required to keep a plant within 
bounds for a specific purpose, the 
wrong plant has been used. This, 
of course, does not apply to hedges 
nor espaliers. 


Reasons for Prunins 


Among the reasons for pruning, 
Dr. Link enumerated the following: 
Improving the general health and 
appearance of plants by the removal 
of dead, injured or broken limbs 
caused by sleet, snow or accidents: 
reducing the need for control meas- 
ures by eliminating heavily infested 
or infected branches; developing 
proper branching habits in young 
plants, especially in those plants 
that do not readily bud out at their 
bases, and thinning out crowns to 
permit better flowering and fruiting 
and, in trees, to allow more light 
to reach the lawn or other under- 
plantings. 

Pruning is needed, Dr. Link con- 
tinued, as a safety measure for trees: 
to develop strong crowns with wide- 
angled crotches; to eliminate low 
limbs that interfere with traffic un- 
der or beside trees, and to remove 


branches that might become hazard- 
ous with snow, heavy rainfall or 
high winds. 

Correct pruning calls for a knowl- 
edge of the natural habits of plants. 
One must keep in mind the flower- 
ing habits of the plants he is work- 
ing with, so that pruning is timed 
to allow new flowering growth to 
develop. One must also know the 
plants’ natural growth habits in or- 
der to prune for attractiveness. Some 
plants have lateral buds that do not 
break readily. Other plants, how- 
ever, produce adventitious buds and 
have the ability to produce shoots 
elsewhere than at their nodes. A 
knowledge of these traits is essential 
to good pruning. Stems should be 
pruned to a bud pointed in the di- 
rection in which growth is desired. 
Pruning cuts should be made to 
produce strong, wide-angled branch- 
ing, and no stubs should be left. 


Sharp, Clean Tools Needed 


There is nothing harmful in prun- 
ing, providing it is correctly done. 
Late summer pruning, of course, re- 
sults in smaller plants, with reduc- 
tions in selling prices if plants are 
sold by size as against quality. Plants 
heavily pruned require less fertiliza- 
tion and watering, though this varies 
with their age and condition. What- 
ever equipment is used, the tools 
should be sharp and clean and the 
pruning done with the least amount

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Plants, Massachusetts Course Topic 


Their Selection, Use, Production, Handling, Planting and Care Discussed 


The Massachusetts Nurserymen’s 
Association, with the cooperation of 
Waltham field station, Waltham, 
Mass., presented its fifth annual 
short course for nurserymen at the 
station February 11 and 12. Em- 
phasis was placed on broad-leaved 
evergreens, shrubs, ground covers, 
vines and perennials. Covered were 
the selection, use, production, han- 
dling, planting and care of the 
plants. 

An attendance of 215, which ex- 
ceeded that of any previous year, 
was evidence of the appeal of this 
form of educational program among 
the local nurserymen. 

Thursday morning’s session opened 
with a welcome by Seth L. Kelsey, 
Kelsey-Highlands Nursery, East Box- 


ford, chairman of the M. N. A. 
educational committee. He intro- 


duced Edmund Mezitt, Weston 
Nurseries, Inc., Weston, Mass., the 
first speaker on the program, who 
discussed “Deciduous Shrubs and 
Their Uses.” 

Shrub Values 


As Mr. Mezitt pointed out, the 
deciduous shrubs may not be the 
most profitable items from a nurs- 
erymen’s point of view, but they 
do create a real consumer interest 
in buying. This is particularly true 
of flowering shrubs. 

The deciduous shrub group has 
interest in foliage texture and color, 
as well as fruiting qualities. One 
feature often neglected, he said, is 
that of horticultural interest. 

Shrubs, Mr. Mezitt continued, 
can be used for hedges, screens and

background planting, but one must 
consider carefully the locality in 
which they are to be planted. He 
emphasized the consideration of a 
plant’s ability to withstand exposed 
locations as well as existing soil con- 
ditions. This knowledge is learned 
through observation and experience 


in the field. 
Broad-Leaved Evergreens 


“Broadleaf and Ericaceous Plants” 
was the opening topic of the after- 
noon. Milford Lawrence, Cape Cod 
Nurseries, Falmouth, felt that most 
plants which come under this classi- 
fication are at their best in land- 
scape work when used informally. 
If proper consideration is given to 
the locality in which they are 
planted and to proper soil prepara- 
tion, little aftercare should be nec- 
essary, he noted. 

Concerning the arrangement and 
combinations of ericaceous plants in 
landscaping, he said some are quite 
suitable as lawn specimens. Among 
these are American and English hol- 
lies, boxwood, oxydendrum, andro- 
meda and enkianthus. For low fore- 
ground plantings he named ever- 
green azaleas, where hardy; Rhodo- 
dendron laetevirens; Ilex _helleri; 
Ilex crenata convexa; Euonymus 
fortunei and its varieties; evergreen 
barberries; leucothoe; mountain an- 
dromeda; vaccinium, and Daphne 
cneorum. For taller middle-ground 
plantings he suggested rhododen- 
dron hybrids, Carolina rhododen- 
dron, mountain laurel, azalea, pyra- 
cantha, Japanese hollies, Ilex ver- 
ticillata, leather-leaved viburnum, 








INSTITUTIONAL WINNER 


The only national “Plant America” 
award given this year in the institutional 
class was presented by the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen to Detmer Nurs- 
eries, Tarrytown, N. Y., and to landscape 
architects Bye & Herrmann, Rye, N. Y., 
for their landscaping of the Westchester 
Reform temple, Scarsdale, N. Y., at right. 

White birch and dogwood trees exist- 
ing on the site were supplemented in the 
award-winning design with more of these 
trees and with low, spreading English 
yews. With the stark white walls of the 
temple providing a dramatic background, 
the plantings were designed for contrast— 
between the light, vertical lines of the 
birch and the dark, horizontal lines of 
the English yew, for example, and be- 
tween light and heavy foliage 


textures. 





Cytisus praecox and Cornus kou- 
sa. Rhododendron maximum was 
classed as one of the better plants 
of the ericaceous group suitable for 
background planting. 


Azalea Trials Reported 


Paul Bobula, department of nurs- 
ery culture at the Waltham field 
station, summarized some of the 
hardiness trials with azaleas to de- 
termine their adaptability to cli- 
mates in the Boston area. Plants 
in the trials were mostly 4-year-old 
plants, lined out in the open field 
in full sun. Plants were given a bark 
mulch but no other special care or 
protection. 

During the winter of 1958 to 1959 
when these trials were run, lowest 
temperatures ran about 11 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Of the varieties tested, 
19 evergreen varieties survived with 
comparatively little injury. These 
were as follows: (1) Gable hybrids— 
Boudoir, Claret, Herbert, LaRoche, 
Lorna, Mildred Mae, Miriam, Rose- 
bud, Royalty, Viola, 51G and P2G; 
(2) Glenn Dale hybrids—Red Bird; 

3) kaempferi hybrids—Alice, John 
Cairns; ( ybri May 
Glory, Red Progress, and (5) Vuy- 
kiana hybrids—Rosy Red, Vuykiana 
Scarlet.

gave the best blooms.

Mock Oranges 


Several mock oranges bloom in 
June, but they have lost some of 
their popularity during the past 20 
years, because of the competition of 
broad-leaved evergreens. This is true, 
of course, in zones 5, 6 and 7, but 
in the colder areas they are still in 
demand. Certainly there is no group 
with more pleasingly fragrant flow- 
ers. 

It is difficult to determine that 
any one mock orange is better than 
all the others, and maybe it is not 
that important. The old, familiar 
sweet mock orange (Philadelphus 
coronarius) is still a good choice if 
One wishes to use a mock orange. 
Several others offer possibilities, 


such as Perle Blanche, Cole’s Glori- 
ous, Conquete, Avalanche and Min- 
nesota Snowflake. 


High-Maintenance Shrubs 


Philadelphus, like such other gen- 
era as deutzia (Deutzia scabra 
plena is shown in illustration E) and 
spiraea are considered high-mainte- 
nance shrubs, and are used to a lesser 
extent than they were. Homeowners, 
on the whole, are unwilling to do a 
yearly job of thinning but, more than 
this, they do not know how to prune 
the genera mentioned above. 

After several years the plants be- 
come shrubs with so many basal 
stems that they become difficult to 
thin. One has to prune his way to the 
middle in order to remove any of 
these stems. It may be better to re- 
move the overgrown specimen and 
start over. Such shrubs at one time 
were planted near the front of the 
home but now are relegated to the 
rear of the property, often serving as 
a background for perennial or annual 
borders. 

I have been favorably impressed 
with such June-flowering lilacs as the 
nodding lilac (Syringa reflexa) and 
some of the Preston hybrids like Isa- 
bella. They are not immune to scale, 
stem borer and mildew, but never- 
theless might be considered. The 
nodding lilac, especially, has a dis- 
tinct grace to its drooping flowers, 
for which reason it should be con- 
sidered for plantings that need this 
pendulous appearance. 

Several roses come to mind, but 
the best is the rugosa rose, with its 
variety of single and double flowers 


in colors of white through rose to 
rose purple. It can be cut severely to 
retain a height of about three feet 
and is adaptable to seashore or wind- 
swept areas. There is a certain rug- 
gedness to its appearance, with foli- 
age or without. 


Weigelas are one of the most use- 
ful groups of deciduous shrubs. 
Many species and varieties begin 
their flowering about mid-May and 
carry into June, blooming spasmodi- 
cally during the rest of June and 
again later in the summer. Eva 
Rathke, which has been relegated by 
some to a lower rating, is capable of 
doing a good job, as are such others 
as Vanicek, Bristol Ruby, Candida 
and forms of Weigela florida. 


Treelike Materials 


The white fringe tree (Chionan- 
thus virginicus), which is often more 
a tree than a shrub, makes a striking 
display, with its white, fragrant, 
fringelike flowers during ‘early June 
—even earlier in climates milder 
than Michigan’s. It has the coarse- 
ness of a saucer magnolia and might 
well be considered more seriously for 
use than it has been. 

Additional treelike forms include 
the Kousa dogwood (Cornus kousa) 
and the Chinese dogwood (C. kousa 
Chinensis), with their pointed, 
creamy bracts surrounding the less 
conspicuous flowers.

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Arborists Meet at Atlanta 
For Southern Conference

Atlanta, Ga., was host to the 
southern shade tree conference held 
February 21 to 23.

Diagnosing Tree IIls 


Fred Galle, director of horticul- 
ture, Ida Cason Callaway Gardens, 
Pine Mountain, Ga., gave an inter- 
esting discussion on “Diagnosis of 
Tree Troubles.” Mr. Galle stated 
that one must know a tree’s normal 
condition and its functions in addi- 
tion to possessing a knowledge of 
plant science. 

One should look for evidence of 
insect, fungi, virus, gas and frost 
injury, unfavorable environmental 
conditions and structural weakness. 
One should examine foliage size and 
density, annual twig growth, rate of 
healing, the quantity of deadwood 
present and any cavities and de- 
termine if any root strangulation 
exists. 

Also one should note any change 
of exposure, drainage or water table; 
proximity to buildings and roads; 
presence of utility lines or sewer 
pipes, and the type of soil, its pH, 
analysis, and requirements for im- 
provement. There may be need for 
cross-sectioning twig samples to 
check for borer evidence and any 
evidence of chemical, fertilizer or 
herbicide injury. 

Diagnosis calls for a complete 
history of all facts pertinent to the

Persimmon, for example, 
reacts slowly, while pine, oak and 
elm normally react much more rap- 
idly. Dybar is low in toxicity to 
humans and animals, and its pellet. 
ized form makes for ease of appli- 
cation. 

Recommended rates of applica- 
tion in the southeast are from 50 
to 75 pounds per acre for a broad- 
cast method of application. For spot 
treatment, a tablespoonful of pellets 
is spread on the ground at the base 
of each brush cluster. In dense 
stands of brush, the broadcast 
method of application would be 
more economical and preferred. In 
light to moderate stands, basal spot 
treatment would be more desirable.

than Michigan’s. It has the coarse- 
ness of a saucer magnolia and might 
well be considered more seriously for 
use than it has been. 

Additional treelike forms include 
the Kousa dogwood (Cornus kousa) 
and the Chinese dogwood (C. kousa 
Chinensis), with their pointed, 
creamy bracts surrounding the less 
conspicuous flowers. These bracts 
first appear, narrow and greenish, in 
May and can be a considerable dis- 
appointment to the individual who 
has been told how spectacular they 
are. This same individual, however,

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Arborists Meet at Atlanta 
For Southern Conference

Atlanta, Ga., was host to the 
southern shade tree conference held 
February 21 to 23. The meeting 
had a registration of 125, and the 
following officers were elected: Presi- 
dent, Henry Orr, department of 
horticulture, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, Auburn; vice-president, 
Daniel Boone, Turner Tree Service, 
Atlanta, and secretary-treasurer, 
William Shields, tree department, 
Columbia, S. C. 

The welcoming address was given 
by Dr. Herman Turner, pastor, Cov- 
enant Presbyterian church. Dr. Paul 
Tilford, editor of the Arborist’s 
News, presented “The History of 
the Southern Shade Tree Confer- 
ence,” relating its 20 years’ activity 
and outlining its aims, which are 
identical to those of the parent or- 
ganization, the National Shade 
Tree Conference. 


Dr. Tilford emphasized that any- 
one interested in arboriculture is 
most welcome to join the group, 
particularly nurserymen. 


Diagnosing Tree Ills 


Fred Galle, director of horticul- 
ture, Ida Cason Callaway Gardens, 
Pine Mountain, Ga., gave an inter- 
esting discussion on “Diagnosis of 
Tree Troubles.” Mr. Galle stated 
that one must know a tree’s normal 
condition and its functions in addi- 
tion to possessing a knowledge of 
plant science. 

One should look for evidence of 
insect, fungi, virus, gas and frost 
injury, unfavorable environmental 
conditions and structural weakness. 
One should examine foliage size and 
density, annual twig growth, rate of 
healing, the quantity of deadwood 
present and any cavities and de- 
termine if any root strangulation 
exists. 

Also one should note any change 
of exposure, drainage or water table; 
proximity to buildings and roads; 
presence of utility lines or sewer 
pipes, and the type of soil, its pH, 
analysis, and requirements for im- 
provement. There may be need for 
cross-sectioning twig samples to 
check for borer evidence and any 
evidence of chemical, fertilizer or 
herbicide injury. 

Diagnosis calls for a complete 
history of all facts pertinent to the

tree’s condition, such as drought and 
winter injury occurrence, lightning 
injury and what tree work had pre- 
viously been given. Mr. Galle cau- 
tioned against look-alikes such as 
leaf scorch disease and drought in- 
jury and stated that many times 
the symptoms of a severe winter 
injury may not show up, if the fol- 
lowing spring is rainy, until summer, 
when the condition may be blamed 
on drought. 


Brush Control 


loyt Nation, Dow Chemical Co., 
Greenville, Miss., in his discussion 
of “Chemical Brush Control” stated 
that the great problem in utility line 
clearance is still the effective con- 
trol of the hard-to-kill species. He 
stated that 2, 4, 5-T is more widely 
used and probably safer than 2, 
4-D. 

{r. Nation outlined the more re- 
cent developments in brush control, 
such as (1) basal sprays for follow- 
up treatment of hard-to-kill species 
and for use when drift hazards are 
too great and winter control is pre- 
ferable; (2) use of the amine 2, 4, 
5-T with maples, locust, ash, etc., 
and (3) soil treatment with granu- 
lar materials for persistent root 
sprouters such as sumac. 


{r. Nation told of the trend to- 
ward use of the helicopter in herbi- 
cide application, particularly on 
difficult terrain. With his excellent 
slides he demonstrated use and 
advantages of the fixed-boom type 
of mounted nozzle, which uses low 
pressures and an invert emulsion 
type of formulation that gives large 
droplets. This rig is mounted on 
a crawler tractor and is useful for 
controlling unwanted tree growth 
in forestry practice. A new mist 
blower for chemical control was 
shown and a discussion of formulas 
given. 

“Dybar—a New Chemical” was 
presented by W. K. Bailey, E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours & Co., Inc., 
Atlanta, Ga. Dybar Fenuron Weed 
and Brush Killer is applied in pellet 
form to the surface of the ground. 
After a short period of contact with 
moisture, the pellets crumble and 
allow the fenuron to move into the 
soil around the brush roots, then the 
fenuron is taken into the roots from 
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the soil solution. Dybar kills woody 
plants slowly, and for this reason 
final results should not be judged 
until the latter part of the second 
growing season after application, 
Even after that time some additional 
kill may result. 

Since fenuron kills after being ab. 
sorbed through tree roots, it is im. 
portant that the pellets not be ap. 
plied near valuable trees or in areas 
where their roots may extend or in 
locations where it may be washed 
or moved into contact with their 
roots. 

According to Mr. Bailey, Dybar 
is probably effective on most brush 
species. Some brush reacts much 
more quickly than others, depend. 
ing, among other things, upon the 
type of root system of the individual 
species. Persimmon, for example, 
reacts slowly, while pine, oak and 
elm normally react much more rap- 
idly. Dybar is low in toxicity to 
humans and animals, and its pellet- 
ized form makes for ease of appli- 
cation. 

Recommended rates of applica- 
tion in the southeast are from 50 
to 75 pounds per acre for a broad- 
cast method of application. For spot 
treatment, a tablespoonful of pellets 
is spread on the ground at the base 
of each brush cluster. In dense 
stands of brush, the broadcast 
method of application would be 
more economical and preferred. In 
light to moderate stands, basal spot 


treatment would be more desirable. | 


Dybar Fenuron Weed and Brush 
Killer may be applied for brush con- 
trol at any time of the year, but 
best results, Mr. Bailey advised, may 
be expected from late winter or 
early spring applications. 

Charles J. Hudson, Jr., horticul- 
turist, H. G. Hastings Co., Atlanta, 
began his talk on “Choice of Shade 
Trees” by noting that Atlanta is 
richly endowed with a wide range 
of native tree species and that de- 
velopers are now making efforts to 
save valuable existing specimens on 
newly subdivided areas rather than 


bulldozing entire plots. He grouped f 
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his recommendations for desirable ‘ 


trees according to the uses for which 
they are most suitable, as follows: 


Tree Recommendations 


For high canopies to produce fil- 
tered shade for garden and lawn 
areas: Loblolly and slash pine. 
Lower-growing trees that may be 
planted under the pine cover in- 
clude maples, oaks, green ash, dog- 
wood, redbud, hickory, ailanthus 
and sourwood. 

For windbreaks: White pine, hem-

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Midwest Tree Group Meets at Omaha 


Educational Sessions on Injurious Insects, Diseases and Other Tree Care Problems 


The 15th annual meeting of the 
Midwestern chapter of the National 
Shade Tree Conference, held Febru- 
ary 10 to 12 at the Sheraton-Fonte- 
nelle hotel, Omaha, Neb., was ush- 
ered in by a snowstorm that left 
roads blocked throughout the Great 
Plains region. 

Despite transportation difficulties, 
the meeting was attended by 245 
representatives of tree service organi- 
zations, city park and forestry de- 
partments, tree and shrub nurseries, 
plant science departments of colleges 
and universities, garden clubs and 
civic groups.

Included in the 
excellent educational exhibit were a 
series of insect drawings made nearly 
75 years ago, a display showing the 
life cycle of the Dutch elm disease 
and the bark beetles that carry it 
from diseased wood to healthy trees, 
leaf and twig mounts, books, pam- 
phlets and much other material.

Public Relations 


With “Public Relations” as his 
subject, Alvin H. Goeser, director of 
human relations of the World Insur- 
ance Co., Omaha, was the first 
speaker on the educational program. 
Stating that success in any job is 
essentially a matter of human rela- 
tions, he discussed the relations that 
exist between the businessman and 
his clients, between the employer 
and his employees and between the 
individual and his home and social 
associates. 

In a survey of retail businesses 
made recently, it was learned that in 
a 10-year period there was an 81 
per cent turnover of clients, and that 
82 per cent of these clients changed 
their patronage because the firm 
formerly dealt with failed in one or 
more aspects of human relations. 

To retain clients a businessman 
must give good service; know his 
customers well enough to greet them 
by name; be friendly, tactful and 
considerate; be dependable and hon- 
est; keep his promises; show concern 
for his customers’ needs; keep him- 
self well groomed, and keep his office 
and equipment in orderly condition. 

Mentioning the need for main- 
taining a high morale among em- 
ployees, Mr. Goeser said that of 
greater importance than big salaries 
were such matters as allowing an 
employee to find some manner of 
self expression; giving him a sense of 
security and making him feel that he 
not only belongs, but is an im- 
portant part of the business organi- 
zation. While job knowledge and 
skills are essential, the ability to get 
along well with other people and ob- 
servance of good human relations 





generally constitute more than 80 
per cent of the factors that contrib- 
ute to business success. 


Diagnosis 
In his discussion of “Diagnosing 
Tree Troubles,’ Ray A. Keen, de- 


partment of horticulture, Kansas 
State University, Manhattan, em- 
phasized that successful diagnoses 
can not be made without thorough 
knowledge of trees and the various 
pests and ailments to which they are 
subject. 


He advised arborists to acquire

We be- 
lieve that this indicates the confi- 
dence of the public in our testing 
system. 

“Perhaps one of the most impor- 
tant developments of the 1950's was 
the introduction by A. A. R. S. of 
the new grandiflora class. With the 
extension of research and the con- 
tinual development of new and 
hardier strains, we found that we 
had to adjust our thinking and our 
judging to meet the trend. Since the 
grandiflora could not be forced to fit 
in any of the known classifications, 
we decided to introduce a new class. 
It has brought about a whole new 
vista in rose growing.” 

The next meeting of the All- 
America group is scheduled for Cin- 
cinnati, O. The new rose winners 
for the 1961 season will be intro- 
duced in May.

LANDSCAPE MEN’S TALKS 


Donald F. Pollitt, Landscape As- 
sociates, Brookville, L. I., N. Y., 
again was chairman of a successful 
meeting for the landscape contrac- 
tors’ division of the Long Island 
Nurserymen’s Association. In a var- 
ied program, four interesting speak- 
ers briefly covered four separate 
topics of concern to landscape men. 

Walter J. Borsett, manager of the 
Franklin National bank, Amityville, 
N, Y., urged nurserymen to patron- 
ize local banks. He thought that busi- 
nessmen could obtain short-term 
loans, provided they gave the bank 
needed information and cooperation. 
He said that the amount available 
would depend upon their capital and 
capacity, based on past balance 
sheets or statements, as well as on 
character, and that a local bank 
would be the best for evaluating the 
latter. 

In the question and answer period, 
he was asked whether it would be 
wise for nurserymen to shop around 
before getting a loan. Mr. Borsett 
thought it best to go back to the same 
bank. He advised changing banks 
only in case of dissatisfaction with 
service. 

Nurserymen should be able to ob- 
tain short-term loans to carry out 
an efficient operation of their busi- 
ness obligations. However, in the 
tight money situation that we are 
now going through economically, he 
reported that it would be more diffi- 
cult to obtain mortgages or money 
for speculation or promotions. Prop- 
er expansion is now going on in the 
business world in spite of the tight

A major feature of the annual 
convention of the New England 
Nurserymen’s Association, at the 
Hotel Kenmore, Boston, Mass., Feb- 
ruary 2 to 4, was the educational pro- 
gram, which dominated the activities 
February 3, with both a morning and 
afternoon session.

Talks on Nematode Problem 


ir. Burgess opened his presenta- 
tion with a review of his organiza- 
tion’s problems outside the New 
England area and told of the many 
problems connected with quaran- 
tines. In addition, he spoke briefly 
about the insects which were intro- 
duced from foreign countries. He 
concentrated his remarks, however, 
on the increasingly troublesome 
problems of nematodes and _ their 
control, especially of the soybean 
cyst nematode, the burrowing nema- 
tode and the golden nematode. 


n the early stages of the program 
aimed at the control of the golden 
nematode, almost 100 nurseries be- 
came involved through their pur- 
chase of infested topsoil. This re- 
quired disposal of stock to safe local 
outlets and treatment of soil before 
replanting of new stock. Were nurs- 
eries to become involved again, he 
explained, his department and the 
industry as well would be faced with 
a serious problem, because, to his 
knowledge, there are still no treat- 
ment procedures which would satis- 
factorily eliminate living nematode 
cysts from the soil and, at the same 
time, be compatible with the plants 
involved. 

These nematodes occur in the 
eastern United States, in Arkansas, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, Missouri, 
North Carolina, Tennessee and Vir- 
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ginia, and this past fall they showed 
up in southern Illinois. Nurseries 
have not been implicated, and Mr. 
Burgess expressed the hope that they 
never would. Once infestations are 
discovered and an area is placed un. 
der regulation, he feels that there is 
reasonable assurance that commodi- 
ties moving therefrom will be free 
from living cysts. 

Because of the microscopic nature 
of nematodes, they are extremely 
difficult to detect. This, he said, has 
led to a lag in catching up with in. 
fested areas since the beginning of 
the nematode control program start- 
ed four years ago. Mr. Burgess did 
express the belief, however, that the 
major areas of infestation are now 
known. To be on the safe side, he 
cautioned, it might be well to avoid 
planting soybeans as a cover crop on 
land to be used for the propagation 
of nursery stock and to be sure that 
used burlap has been fumigated or 
steamed before re-use. 


Predicts States’ Restrictions 


Nematology is a fairly recent sci- 
ence, but during the past few years 
it has started to grow up. Nursery- 
men are probably aware of the in- 
creasing concern of a number of 
states regarding the introduction of 
nematodes into their soils, particu- 
larly of those types that are not 
native to their areas. As time goes 
on, Mr. Burgess added, an increasing 
number of states will probably be- 


come more conscious of this potential 


problem and place restrictions on 
commodities associated with soil, 
prohibiting their transport into the 
states unless assurance is given that 
they are nematode free. At this time, 
the speaker said, it would be difficult 
for nurserymen anywhere to give 
such assurance or for the originat- 
ing states to certify absence of nema- 
todes. 

At present it would be next to 
impossible to treat soil balls attached 
to nursery stock by any method 
now available, without serious injury 
to the plants. Mr. Burgess suggested, 
however, that prudent use of pre- 
planting nematocides may prevent 
occurrence of nematodes. It has been 
shown, in some areas at least, that 
treatment with nematocides prior to 
planting has resulted in __ better 
growth conditions and in_ better 
plants because of the absence o 
root-attacking nematodes of one 
kind or another. 


Mr. Burgess closed his presenta 
tion with a summary of some of the 
other regulatory problems currently 
under investigation and then showed 
an interesting and colorful film o

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Plants Discussed at Philadelphia 


Topics concerned with plants 
highlighted the program of talks pre- 
sented at the 56th annual convention 
of the Pennsylvania Nurserymen’s 
Association held February 10 to 12 
at the Warwick hotel, Philadelphia, 
with a registration of over 200 per- 
sons. The March 1 issue of the 
American Nurseryman carried a 
general report of the convention ac- 
tivities. Summaries of the addresses 
are given in this issue. The speakers 
and their subjects are: Dr. Donald 
Wyman, horticulturist, the Arnold 
Arboretum, Jamaica Plain, Mass., 
“The Selection of Plants”; William 
Flemer III, Princeton Nurseries, 
Princeton, N. J., “Propagation of 
Plants”; Peter B. Cascio, Peter 
Cascio Nursery, West Hartford, 
Conn., “The Care of Plants”; Dr. 
Carlton B. Lees, director, Pennsyl- 
vania Horticultural Society, Phila- 
delphia, “Use of Plants”; Dr. John 
M. Fogg, Jr., director, Morris Ar- 
boretum, Philadelphia, “History of 
Plant Exploration,’ and Dr. Sey- 
mour Shapiro, associate botanist, 
Brookhaven National Laboratory, 
Upton, L. I., N. Y., “Plant Reac- 
tors.” 


Plant Selection 


Leading off the talks on plants was 
Dr. Donald Wyman, who stated that 
it is difficult to agree on a selection 
of plants. He believed the American 
Nurseryman has done a good job in 
assisting the trade in this direction. 
Of the 80 euonymus varieties, he 
would recommend only 30, said Dr. 
Wyman. In making a selection, one

considers the interest of the plant in 
spring. Dr. Wyman announced that 
the Arnold Arboretum is now the 
registration center for woody orna- 
mentals. 

He then proceeded to show a series 
of colored slides depicting plants 
that he considers of value. Com- 
ments passed on by Dr. Wyman were 
that there are several clones of dog- 
wood now available in the trade, 
some good and others bad. The good 
clones should be selected and propa- 
gated asexually. Ginkgo, he added, is 
another plant which should be pro- 
pagated asexually. The outstanding 
nurserymen in the years ahead will 
be the ones who grow plants that 
are dependable, believes Dr. Wyman. 
He suggested that nurserymen_ be- 
come more interested in the dwarf 
forms of plant material, as the pub- 
lic will be asking for this type of 
plant. 


Talk on Propagation 


The timing of propagation is a 12- 
month job, said William Flemer III, 
who talked next on the subject of 
plants. Propagation used to be a 
secret thing, but with the books writ- 
ten on the subject, talks delivered at 
the Plant Propagators Society meet- 
ings and articles in the American 
Nurseryman, that is a thing of the 
past. However, the real problem in 
the industry is sales, not propagation, 
he believes. 

There have been rapid strides 
made in growing plants, said Mr. 
Flemer. Root-inducing hormones, 
mist propagation and day length ex- 


periments are a few of these. Mr. 
Flemer stated that he believes many 
nurseries lose money by doing their 
own propagation. There is still no 
substitute for daily attention in 
propagation work even with all the 
new devices, he added. 

Mr. Flemer mentioned the three 
main methods of propagation: (1) 
By seeds—the most ancient and 
most difficult method to get uniform 
success; (2) by cuttings—the use of 
softwood cuttings is relatively new 
and quite successful; the use of hard- 
wood cuttings is an older method, 
but more research is needed; (3) by 
grafting and bud grafting. 


Propagation Calendar 


A month-by-month calendar of 
propagation jobs was then presented 
by Mr. Flemer. In January, azalea 
and rhododendron seeds are sown in 
flats in the greenhouse. This is the 
time to graft lilacs, crab apples and 
wistaria and do other bench grafting. 
The grafts should be packed away 
in boxes of peat and stored in a cool 
place. Wood for hardwood cuttings 
is gathered and stored in a cool cel- 
lar. In the later part of January, the 
hardwood cuttings of pencil size are 
made up and placed in boxes of peat. 

In February, the rest of the hard- 
wood cuttings are made up and 
stored. The potted understock of 
various conifers is grafted. Rooted 
cuttings of sumac and others are 
made up. Roots close to pencil size 
are cut up in 3-inch lengths and 
stored in peat for callusing.

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Salesmen’s Requirements 


And Off-Season Selling 


One of the outstanding events of 
the Eastern Regional Nurserymen’s 
Association convention, which was 
reported in the February 1 issue of 
this magazine, was the session held 
Wednesday afternoon, January 6, on 
retail selling. A skit, “What Is a 
Nursery Salesman Expected To 
Know and Do?”, given by Louis 
Weinstock and members of his staff 
at the Poundridge Nurseries, Pound 
Ridge, N. Y., made up the first part 
of this presentation. 

In his introductory remarks, Mr. 
Weinstock said he believes all retail 
nurserymen will have to open garden 
centers in the future. He explained 
that this presentation by his nurs- 
ery’ salesmen was the third in a 
series, the other two parts being 
given at previous nursery association 
meetings. Part 1 discussed the meth- 
od of doing small landscape jobs and 
how sales were approached and com- 
pleted. Part 2 discussed the opera- 
tion of a garden center and nursery. 

The ensuing discussion brought 
out much information. First it was 
said that the nursery salesman in a 
garden center should be the sort of 
person—hard to find in these times 
—who wants to make his company 
the best of its kind. He must know 
the products that are sold in the gar- 
den store and how they are used. It 
is necessary to have this knowledge 
to gain the confidence of the cus- 
tomer. 

Fertilizer formulas should be 
known as well as what the fertilizer 
will do, when it should be used and 
how much should be used. The nurs- 
ery salesman must know lawn seed 
and cover crops and understand the 
need for certain mixtures. Also he 
should know how to make estimates. 
He should be acquainted with in- 
secticides and weed killers, know 
their distribution rates and the sizes 
of packages in which they are avail- 
able. If he does not know the answer 
to a specific question, he should look 
it up immediately. He should like 
people and know how to talk to 
them. 

The nursery salesman should as- 
certain a new customer’s financial 
status as soon as possible, in order to 
avoid trying to sell him more than 
he can afford. He should give the 
impression that he is on the custom- 
er’s side. It is also necessary for the 
salesman to know his trading area 
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to talk in terms that the cus- 
r understands. The customer’s 
s should be acknowledged, and, 
ey are practical, the salesman 
ld try to use them. 


Day Starts at 7:30

Spot 
announcements of 30 seconds and 
one minute are used on the radio, 
Prior to Christmas, five or six were 
presented each day, but now the 
number is down to one. 

Mr. Weinstock said that Pound. 
ridge Nurseries never have special 
sales and do not worry about any 
kind of competition. A play area for 
the children and garden seats are 
provided. This makes shopping a 
pleasant experience and it aids sales. 
men in that customers are encour- 
aged to look around and are less 
likely to demand immediate service. 


Off-Season Selling 


The second part of the program 
on retail selling brought Peter Cos- 
tich to the microphone to speak on 
off-season selling. He stated that at 
Hicks Nurseries, Westbury, L. I, 
N. Y., the entire labor force was kept 
on the payroll this winter. Land- 
scape jobs were booked into Febru- 
ary. Areas where material is to be 
planted or where stock is to be dug 
for such winter landscape jobs are 
mulched heavily in the autumn to 
keep the ground workable. Mr. Cos- 
tich noted that one nurseryman on 
Long Island has developed a profit- 
able fence business during the off- 
season. 

At Hicks Nurseries, the sales per- 
sonnel help to write the direct-mail 
brochures in January and February. 
The copy is personal, homey and 
accurate. He stated that extremely 
high returns are received from 
direct-mail promotion. 

Mr. Costich believes that off-sea- 
son sales can be stimulated by start- 
ing the selling season earlier and ex- 
tending it into summer. An early 
start is gained on Long Island by 
having a garden show. It is possible 
to take customers past the various 
gardens and obtain orders from them 
in the latter part of February and in 
March. 

He suggested that, if a group of 
nurseries cannot participate in or 
organize a spring garden show, they 
can force plants and have them in 
bloom in their own stores. It is neces- 
sary to find those items that are fast 
moving and colorful and which force 
well. They can be dug in November 
and December, depending upon the 
area in which the nurseryman is lo- 
cated, and placed in a greenhouse. 

These February garden displays 
must be advertised, and it is also pos- 
sible to obtain free newspaper pub- 
licity, since such events have news

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Plants Being Readied 
For Chicago Garden Show

Prospects for the successful stag- 
ing of one of the major flower shows 
in the north this year, the second 
Chicago world flower and garden 
show, March 19 to 27, looked auspi- 
cious a month before the event. At 
the G & E Greenhouses, Des Plaines, 
Ill., the largest individual green- 
house facility in the metropolitan 
area, the stock being nursed into 
leaf and bloom for several large 
exhibitors in the show gave every 
appearance of being on schedule for 
the feature that will be viewed at 
the International Amphitheater in 
Chicago. 

Plans announced for the Chicago 
show this year promised a repeat of 
the spectacular event staged last 
year, which was the first flower 
event of its scope attempted in that 
city in about 14 years. The Chicago 
Horticultural Society is again spon- 
soring the show, with the coopera- 
tion of scores of organizations and 
commercial firms. 


A large central arena is a feature 
of the exhibition site, and for this 
area Harold O. Klopp, landscape 
architect, of Palatine, IIl., has again 
prepared the over-all design and the 
designs for several of the individual 
gardens. An impressive backdrop 
for the arena gardens will be pro- 
vided by the Chicago park district, 
which is preparing its own planting 
material, including colorful azaleas 
and camellias. 


Ornamental Growers To Exhibit 


Covering a large part of an acre 
in the central arena at the show 
will be the garden of the Orna- 
mental Growers Association of 
Northern Illinois, of which Arthur 
Weiler, Twin Nurseries, Prairie 
View, Ill., is chairman. Designed 
by Ralph Synnestvedt, Jr., Glen- 
view, Ill., the garden is planned 
to offer a complete lesson for the 
homeowner who wishes to improve 
his home grounds. Only trees, shrubs 
and evergreens that are hardy and 
locally grown, so that they will 
thrive in soil and climate of north- 
ern Illinois, will be used. All varie- 
ties will be identified with labels. 

At one end of the growers’ garden 
the plants will be shown as small 
cuttings prepared on a potting bench; 
then will be shown how cuttings 


are rooted in a coldframe, then 
moved to a mist bed, and then to a 
cutting or grafting bed. Finally the 
plants will be shown in rows at va- 
rious stages of growth up to 8 years 
of age or more. The mature speci- 
mens will be shown in a model foun- 
dation planting, a terrace area and 
shrub beds. The larger specimens 
for this display are among those 
which the G & E Greenhouses are 
developing. The success obtained by 
this firm for the 1959 show was rea- 
son for its receiving considerably 
more demands this year. 

Charles Klehm & Son Nursery, 
Arlington Heights, IIl., is another 
exhibitor firm whose show plants 
are being readied at the G & E 
Greenhouses. Peony plants in con- 
tainers after mid-February had 12 
to 18 inches of growth on the way 
to producing blooms in time. Clema- 
tis was in good bloom before 
the end of February and will be 
continuing to flower through the 
exhibition. Other perennials grow- 
ing for use with a background of 
evergreens included  delphinium. 
French hybrid lilacs and flowering 
crab apples showed buds that would 
be out for the show in the Klehm 
display. 


Rose Garden 


The G & E Greenhouses are pre- 
paring the display plants for the 
Jackson & Perkins Rose Co., New- 
ark, N. Y., which will stage a large 
rose garden. A similar task was per- 
formed successfully by this green- 
house firm last year. Over 3,000 
rose plants are being forced, with 
about 50 varieties being represented. 
Although not all the material will 
be needed for the display, there will 
be ample to provide a selection for 
a top effect. Deciduous and ever- 
green trees are also being readied 
for the rose feature. 

Center of attraction in the rose 
garden will be the new hybrid tea, 
Hawaii, named in honor of the 50th 
state. Among other hybrid tea roses 
that will be shown are Arlene Fran- 
cis, Enchantment, Golden Master- 
piece, Kordes Perfecta, New Yorker, 
Pink Duchess, Sterling Silver, Tan- 
ya, White Swan and White Queen. 
Representing the popular floribunda 
class will be Spartan, Fashion, Fash- 
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ionette, Gold Coast, Golden Fleece, 
Ivory Fashion, Lavender Princess, 
Malibu and White Bouquet. 

The roses were shipped in dor- 
mant stage to the Des Plaines range 
by semitrailer truck last fall. Potting 
and subsequent handling were all 
the responsibility of the forcing firm. 
Each plant bears the varietal name 
label that was affixed by the pro- 
ducer. 

Brownell subzero roses are being 
forced for the Brightridge Rose Co., 
East Providence, R. I. Noer Floral 
Display Service, Inc., Chicago, and 
Chalet Nursery & Garden Shop, 
Inc., Wilmette, Ill., are also ex- 
hibiting firms for which the G & E 
organization is bringing show stock 
to the proper stages. 

The extensive quantity of stock 
being handled for exhibition use in 
the several G & E ranges is scattered 
through many houses and _ utilizes 
about 30,000 square feet of bench 
and ground bed space, according to 
Manager Charles McCannon. He 
and his son Ronnie have the loca- 
tions of various items well in mind 
and can show interested visitors and 
the still more interested exhibitors 
just how particular plants are devel- 
oping. Houses were snow banked 
and trimmed with icicles when ob- 
served in late February. 

End sections of ranges of large 
glass units, 30x300 and 50x400 feet, 
are utilized in some instances, three 
or four ground beds or benches the 
length of the houses being devoted to 
the varied stock. One section in a

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Internationa! Floriade 
Opening at Rotterdam 


About to open is an important hor- 
ticultural event of 1960, Floriade, an 
exhibition planned at Rotterdam, 
the Netherlands, March 25 to Sep- 
tember 25 in honor of the centenary 
of the Royal General Bulb Society 
of that country and the 400th anni- 
versary of the arrival of the first 
tulip bulb in Holland. Declared to 
be the largest-scale demonstration 
the Netherlands has ever held, the 
event will have a strong international 
flavor because of many contribu- 
tions from other countries. The 
name, Floriade, is interpreted “the 
meeting of flora from all countries,” 
thus continuing the present world 
emphasis on international co-opera- 
tion. 

Indoor as well as outdoor features 
will mark Floriade, which will ex- 
tend through the spring, summer 
and autumn seasons, each of which 
will give prominence to its special- 
ties. Gardens of old will be repro- 
duced, as well as interesting features 
of gardens of living royalty and 
other prominent persons. Scientific 
research and its contribution to hor- 
ticulture will be shown, giving form 
to the exhibit’s device, “From Seed 
to Strength.” Flower-arranging com- 
petitions will be held weekly. 


Attractive Show Site 


Floriade will attract many nurs- 
erymen, along with other growers, 
professional and amateur, in the 
coming months. Rotterdam with its 
big international port offers a unique 
position for the affair on the river 
Rhine, close to the city center, and 
gave ample financial support to pre- 
pare the grounds for the show. The 
site is divided into two equal parts 
and covers a total area of about 100 
acres, on which existing halls are 
available for indoor exhibits. The 
old city park provides a beautiful 
background for showing flowers. 
Hours of the exhibition will be 9 
a. m. to midnight. Her Majesty, 
Queen Juliana, is patroness of the 
event. 

The first part of the exhibition 
closest to the city center and the 
main entrance to Floriade is domi- 
nated by one of the most important 
aspects of Dutch horticulture, the 
growing of fruit and vegetables. 
Nearby, demonstrations with the lat- 
est types of equipment will show the 
advance of mechanization. There 
will be a flower auction operating. 


Throughout this area bulbous and 
other flowers will provide color. A 
renowned museum at this point will 
hold flower paintings by famous art- 
ists, and at the rear of the museum 
a rosarium has been planted with 
roses from many countries. Part of 
the space has been reserved for com- 
petitive entries by nurserymen from 
all over the world. Plants and flow- 
ers mentioned in the Bible will be 
shown in a special corner with co- 


operation of Israel authorities. 
Exhibition Halls 

Two exhibition halls are in the 
center of Floriade grounds. Between 
March and September, nine indoor 
shows will be held, starting with a 
bulb show. In connection with the 
exhibits of industrial life, all Dutch 
institutes for horticultural research 
will contribute in ways never em- 
ployed before. Some of these insti- 
tutes are the experiment stations for 
bulb growing, for floriculture, for ar- 
boriculture, for outdoor and indoor 
vegetable growing, for crop plant 
improvement, for phytopathological 
research, for horticultural engineer- 
ing and for storage and processing of 
horticultural produce. 


Part of the main hall will be re- 


served from May through part of 
September for an elaborate exhibit 
displaying the relationship between 
living nature and the universe. 


In the southern section of Floriade 


the Euromast has been constructed 
as a symbol of the exhibition and of 
Rotterdam. The structure is a tower 
334 feet tall, like a gigantic ship’s 
mast, with three restaurants and high 
observation platforms. 


A bridge across a main road con- 


nects the northern section and the 
exhibition halls with the city park, 
in which emphasis has been placed 
on garden layout and demonstrations 
of flowers and plants. Growers from 
several countries will give individual 
and collective shows. Competitions 
will be held and prizes awarded by 
an international jury. A number of 
gardens with varying character are 
laid out in the park. In front of an 
existing mansion an 18th century 
garden has been created to show 
examples of the native Dutch flora. 
The growers of perennials will show 
their products in a special collective 
garden. Flower mosaics and carpets 
will be created. 

In a complex of greenhouses with 
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differing temperatures, flowers and 
plants from the gardens of almost 
all European courts will be shown, 
Enclosed by walls, a replica of the 
garden designed four centuries ago 
by the world-famous botanist, Clusi- 
us, at Leiden University shows plants 
of that time. 


Model Nursery Planned 


A collective model nursery shows 
modern methods of cultivation, and 
full attention is given to forestry, 
On each of six allotment gardens 
a family from each of six countries 
will live and work. 

In this same area, a walk through 
massed rhododendrons leads to the 
section “Gardens of the Nations.” 
Here several countries show prod- 
ucts of their soil, samples of their 
flora and illustrations of their natural 
scenery. In this section, bordering 
a river, the American section is situ- 
ated. About $300,000 was made 
available for the United States ex- 
hibit by the government and com- 
mercial and private interests. Under 
the direction of the American Horti- 
cultural Council and the U. S. D. A., 
the American exhibit will show visi- 
tors the role of horticulture in Amer- 
ican life, and it is the first time that 
this country has ever participated in 
a horticultural show abroad. The ex- 
hibition material was shipped Febru- 
ary 18. 

The central feature of the Ameri- 
can exhibit will be a typical middle- 
income American home, completely 
landscaped. A commercial garden 
center will also be installed to show 
its supermarket character. Well 
stocked, with all items priced, the 
center will give visitors an idea of 
the materials available to American 
gardeners. A plastic greenhouse con- 
taining tropical and _ subtropical 
plants will provide an example of a 
prefabricated, easily assembled grow- 
ing unit for the home. 


American Rose Display 


In three and one-half acres of the 
American exhibit space, the Ameri- 
can Rose Society will show 300 roses 
of 10 different varieties of the 
newer introductions originated in the 
United States. These plants were 
shipped to New York and consoli- 
dated with the entire Floriade ship- 
ment. Attractive labels for the roses 
have been provided for the exhibit 
by Longwood Gardens, Kennett 
Square, Pa., giving the name, gen- 
ealogy and credit lines for the varie- 
ties furnished. 

The varieties sent and their dis- 
tributors were as follows: La Jolla, 
Fanfare, Moonsprite and Montezu- 
ma, by Armstrong Nurseries, Ontar-

shock. Mr. and Mrs. Mathews were 
driving from Florida to Dallas, Tex., 
to visit their two sons and daughter 
there. 

Mr. Mathews had settled at Gary 
in 1939, moving there from Wina- 
mac, Ind. He was born in a log cabin 
in upper Michigan, where he helped 
his father clear land and plant an 
orchard.

Pulaski county agricultural agent. 
He had operated a landscape bus 
ness at Winamac and had done grad- 
uate work at Columbia University, 
New York, N. Y. 

He was a past president of the 
Indiana Association of Nurserymen 
and held membership in other pro- 
fessional, civic and fraternal organi- 
zations, such as the Indiana Christ- 
mas Tree Growers’ Association, the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, the Gary and Winamac Ki. 
wanis Clubs and the Gary chamber 
of commerce. He was also a member 
of various groups within the Masonic 
order. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mathews began 
their world travels, which included 
Mexico and Canada, after he retired 
from the nursery business, now oper- 
ated by his son-in-law, Donald 
O’Rourke. Mr. Mathews had writ- 
ten many travel articles and also on 
horticultural subjects, at one time 
conducting a Gary newspaper gal- 
den column.

a big tree survey sponsored by the 
Long Island Horticultural Society, 

Ways in which this survey wil 
help individual arborists were told 
It was felt to be an excellent busines 
technique and a means of getting 
onto property, especially estates, in 
search of large trees and also 4 
means of getting to know the owner 
or estate superintendent. From 
public relations standpoint, it would 
be another means of drawing public 
attention to trees. Pictures in news. 
papers and talks for garden club 
could all be tied in with such a sur 
vey. 

Each member was asked to bring 
to the next meeting a report of trees 
in his particular area. In this way 
members will be checking facts as to 
the size of the trees, which will be 
helpful in analyzing trends in tree 
growth within a 10-year period. All 
trees listed will be checked to see 
that their data are recorded, and an 
attempt will be made to find other 
large specimens. Later on, the asso. 
ciation intends to divide the island 
up into areas, and teams of arborists 
will be assigned the mission of get- 
ting specific information about big 
trees from each locality.

value. Material sold in advance 
through the display can be delivered 
at the nurseryman’s convenience. 
Mr. Costich noted that there is an 
opportunity for wholesalers to ren- 
der a service to the retailer by sup: 
plying plants that have been forced 
into bloom. He advised posting sign: 
at such a display, stating that the 
material has been forced and wil 
bloom naturally at a later date. 

He also maintained that a profit 
able business in house plants is pos 
sible at Christmas time and even in 
January. He concluded by asserting 
that, if garden center operators plan 
well and spend money to advertise. 
they can sell in the off season.

Another June-flowering magnolia 
is the sweet bay magnolia (M. vir. 
giniana), with its creamy-white 
flowers that are produced over a 3. 
week period, sometimes longer. This 
can be trained as a_ multiple 
stemmed or single-stemmed_ plant, 
The latter form is not generally rec. 
ommended. Single-stemmed _ speci- 
mens in northerly regions are often 
subject to frost cracking on_ the 
southerly side.

Winter Protection for Container Plants 


In two talks delivered at the Vir- 
ginia short course held recently at 
Blacksburg and reported in the Feb- 
ruary 1 issue of the American Nurs- 
eryman, Dr. J. H. Tinga, horticul- 
turist for the Virginia agricultural 
experiment station, discussed win- 
ter protection for container-grown 
plants and the causes of winter in- 
jury. 

He began by describing the var- 
ious means taken to protect test 
plants of Schipka laurel cherry and 
Ligustrum lucidum in 1 and 3-gallon 
cans. The station’s winter usually 
has four or five days near zero, but 
not much below that, and many 
times these plants are injured. Soil 
temperature records show that the 
roots in a can get considerably cold- 
er than do those in open soil. 

Container-grown plants were di- 
vided into four groups. The first 
group was in the open field stacked 
can to can. The second group was 
can to can, with wet bales of straw 
also placed around the edge. These 
bales of straw were a convenient 
windbreak up to 18 inches high, 
keeping the wind from the can and 
the base of the plant. 

The third group was similar ex- 
cept the straw was stacked two bales 
high, which gave a windbreak 36 
inches high around the bed of cans. 
The fourth group had straw stacked 
two bales high (36 inches) and dou- 
ble snow fence supported by the 
bales over the tops of the plants. 
This method not only shielded 
plants from the wind, but also pro- 
tected the leaves from the sun. Baled 
straw was used because it was on 
hand and easy to handle, but any 
other windbreak could have been 
used. 


Danger from Drying 


All of the cans were watered sev- 
eral times during the winter. De- 
cember 1 there was little difference 
apparent in the groups. January 1 
there was a definite difference. The 
tips of some of the leaves on the 
plants in the open were beginning 
to turn brown. 

By February 1 there was a pro- 
nounced difference. Each plant was 
rated for the percentage of green 
leaf remaining, with the following 
result. There was only 18 per cent 
green leaf left on plants in the 
open air; 36 per cent on plants sur- 
rounded by straw in bales 18 inches 
high. This was a very definite in-

crease. With straw bales piled 36 
inches around the container-grown 
plants, the green leaf area was 44 
per cent. The best plants were the 
ones covered on top as well as on 
the sides—71 per cent green. Al- 
though there was considerable in- 
jury, it was less than many nursery- 
men had seen in their container 
fields last winter. It points out that 
the bright sunlight on a freezing 
day is an important factor in drying 
out the leaves. 

) Maintain a water balance in a 
container-grown plant during win- 
ter the first thing one should do is to 
water regularly. Second, one should 
be sure the plant is not too big for 
the can; it may have a small soil 
water reserve. These two factors 
apply to the water intake. The third 
factor relates to water loss from the 
leaves. One may cover the leaves of 
the plant with some material like 
snow fence or set the cans under 
pine trees. Anything that will keep 
the sun from the tops will slow 
down water loss. Double snow fence 
is better than a single layer. 


There is damage from actual 
freezing of tender shoots. This usu- 
ally occurs with the first killing 
frost. The shoots have not had time 
to get hardened; the sap is still up. 
A covering over the tops of the 
plants will lessen the effects of the 
hard frost. 

Last March brought a combina- 
tion of 15 to 20 degrees during the 
day, a bright sun and no snow. AIl- 
though the air was 15 degrees, the 
leaves were 55 degrees. The roots 
and stems were frozen fast, and ina 
day or so the leaves were dead or 
half dead from drying out. They 
had survived the colder days of 
January because it was cold and 
overcast. The combination of frozen 
soil and bright sun does not occur 
to an extreme degree each year. 
Thus, in some years, the winter in- 
jury is worse than others. 


In another study, pyracantha was 
covered with a sheet of polyethylene, 
Although the soil temperature fluc- 
tuated more than did the soil of 
heavily mulched cans, the damage 
to the tops of the plants was less. A

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high humidity was maintained under 
the plastic, and this prevented the 
tops from drying out. 

The fluctuations of temperature 
of the tops of plastic-covered plants 
was greater than in plants in the 
open air. This was due to the heat- 
ing up during the day. But the hv- 
midity was sealed in, and there was 
less damage to the tops from drying. 


Causes of Winter Injury 


Dr. Tinga returned later in the 
program and discussed “Causes. of 
Winter Injury to Plants.” Because 
moisture and temperature conditions 
vary widely during winter, it is often 


difficult to say which is the most 


important factor in the winter in- 
jury of ornamental plants. The eas- 
iest control is that which is found in 
nature: The survival of the fittest. 
If a plant is subject to cold injury, 
do not grow it. 


The following are typical types of 
damage: 

1. Whole branches with dead 
leaves in March: If a Ligustrum luci- 
dum plant is located in frozen soil 
and the top is fully exposed to the 
bright winter sun, water is lost from 
the top, but water is not able to 
move into the roots. Thus the most 
exposed parts die. Giving temporary 
protection by snow fence or by grow- 
ing plants under larger trees will less- 
en the water loss. 

2. If the bark of the lower limbs 
of azalea freezes and splits in early 
winter, the following spring the 
whole branch may die. It is girdled. 
Some interesting observations have 
been made regarding mulches in this 
situation. If the mulch is an insulator 
and if the heat of the ground cannot 
warm the lower branches, then they 
may be frozen before they are fully 
hardened. They may not freeze so 
much if the insulating mulch (two 
inches of sawdust) is removed. Here 
again is an opportunity to protect 
plants by a covering above the plant 
—snow fence or pine trees. 

3. Southwest disease of such trees 
as maple, apple and tulip: If a tree 
trunk has been frozen hard by a zero 
temperature at night, and if the fol- 
lowing afternoon the sun is shining 
brightly, then the water in the bark 
moves from the warm side to the 
cold side. This causes the exposed 
bark on the southwest side of the 
tree to die from being severely dried 
out. This may occur in January, but 
the dead bark may not begin to come 
off until June. This can be prevented, 
especially on transplanted trees, by 
a paper tree wrap or a pig trough— 
two boards of 1x6 inches, covering 
the south side of the trunk.

The long 
day, caused by the natural day plus 
the light at night, causes the plants 
to fail to go into winter dormancy, 
Thus, when freezing weather arrives, 
the leaf and stem cells freeze. If 
plants have been dying near street 
lights, replace them with other spe- 
cies of plants. 

Anything that weakens a_ plant 
during summer will make it less 
resistant to freezing weather. These 
conditions include summer and fall 
drought, root rot, insect defoliation 
and fertilizer root and stem burn 
caused by an excess of soluble salts. 
Plant roots must have enough water 
in the fall and winter; many plants 
die from winter drought.

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New Shrubs and Trees in the Trade 


A well-attended round-table dis- 
cussion on new plants in the trade 
was moderated by Dr. L. C. Chad- 
wick, department of horticulture, 
Ohio State University, as one of 
three special group sessions held the 
afternoon of January 21, during the 
Ohio short course at the Neil House, 
Columbus, O. The other members 
of the panel were Alan Cook, Green 
Ridge Nursery, Madison, O.; Frank 
Turner, Berryhill Nursery, Spring- 
field, O., and Zophar Warner, War- 
ner Nursery Co., Willoughby, O. 
Dr. Chadwick began the discussion 
with the comment that it may be 
difficult to find some of the plants 
to be named available in the trade 
right now, but they are all good 
plants and if not now available, they 
should be. Each panel member dis- 
tributed a list of plants, on which 
general comments were made. 

After the introduction, Mr. Cook 
presented comments on his list of 
new shrubs in the trade. He clarified 
the fact that some of the plants on 
the list are relatively new to the 
trade, while others are old but not 
used much; still others have been 
known for some time, but have 
never been used in the trade. 

Mr. Cook’s list of new shrubs in 
the trade and his descriptive com- 
ments on size, hardiness zone and 
varieties follows: 

Aronia arbutifolia erecta—Five to 
six feet high; Z 5 or 4; foliage is 
good; white flowers with brilliant 
red berries; red fall color. Winter 
twigs are interesting. A dependable 
plant that grows well in wet soil. 

Chaenomeles lagenaria—Some va- 
rieties may be better than those 
presently in the trade; experiment 
to find good varieties. Some of the 
newer red-flowering varieties are 
good: Glowing Ember, Indian Chief, 
Clarke’s Giant Red, Knaphill Scar- 
let, Simoni, Texas Scarlet, Cole’s 
Red, Spitfire, Red Ruffles, Stan- 
ford Red and Hollandia. 

Clethra alnifolia rosea — Six to 
eight feet; Z 3. Not new, but should 
be used more. Has a bright pink, 
fragrant spike, which is effective all 
summer. Does well in any soil, but 
is subject to spider mites. Variety 
Pinkspire is no better than the spe- 
cies. 

Cornus stolonifera kelseyi—Two 
feet high and uniformly rounded. 
Tolerates wet soil well. Z 2. 

Corylus avellana contorta—Six to

Broad-Leaved Evergreens 


After Mr. Cook’s comments on 
new shrubs, Zophar Warner men- 
tioned some broad-leaved  ever- 
greens, none of which he considered 
really new to the trade. 


Mr. Warner cautioned that con- 
sideration should be given to what 
plants new to the trade would do 
after they are sold. He said that 
plants are purchased because of 
their aesthetic effect to solve an 
architectural problem or for a utili- 
tarian purpose. The plant may be 
bought by a plant lover or it may 
represent a spontaneous sale. These 
reasons must be thought of in the 
production of broad-leaved ever- 
greens. 

Further, Mr. Warner felt that a 
grower must know the growing 
range of a particular plant, consid- 
ering all requirements and condi-

tions. For many plants the growing 
range is an unsolved problem. To 
solve these problems, test gardens 
for the newer broad-leaved ever. 
greens and those now in the trade 
are an idea that has merit. These test 
gardens would be set up similar to 
the All-America test gardens for 
roses and other flowers. 

However, before anyone thinks of 
introducing a new _broad-leaved 
evergreen, he should consider the 
number of plants which are already 
in that category. This would elimi- 
nate plants of similar characteristics 
being introduced under several va- 
rietal names. The emphasis in the 
development of new plants should 
be placed on the basis of hardiness 
first and then usage.

SOME ECONOMICS 


The title of this article should 
probably be the redundant one of 
“This Business of Ours.” Not too 
long ago I was talking to a custom- 
er, and he remarked that a luxury 
business like ours would naturally 
suffer a great deal in a recession or 
a depression, which made me stop to 
think about the past and the actual 
figures of operation. In many ways 
the opposite of what the customer 
asserted has been true. 

My own firm, largely a landscape 
business, was started in 1929, of all 
years, by my father and myself. The 
unproductive first years of a nursery, 
no matter when it is started, coincid- 
ed with the stock market crash and 
the bottom of the depression. By 
1932, times were quite difficult for a 
new business, but probably no more 
so than they were for any other type 
of business then. By 1933, we were 
beginning to stand on our own feet, 
although I can only say that now 
because I am judging in retrospect. 
At that time we were unable to real- 
ize it for at least another two or 
three years. Income was still quite 
lean, but we were beginning to pay 
our debts, correct unwise expansion 
and reduce or close down certain 
projects. And actually the business 
was growing. 

None of the years during the 
1930’s were considered prosperous 
ones, but gradually the business be- 
gan to make small profits. During 
the 1938 recession I was able, for 
the first time, to judge the nursery 
business by any normal relationship. 
Actually, we passed through the re- 
cession without knowing it had oc- 
curred, That does not mean that we 
were prosperous; rather, that our 
modest volume of business and our 
profit pattern were not noticeably 
affected. From then until the war, 
business volume increased slowly, 
with the modest profit fluctuating 
from a number of unrelated causes. 


War Years 


The years of war also affected 
the business in many unpredictable 
ways. The volume fell off, because 
the supply of labor was greatly cur- 
tailed, but interest in gardening re- 
mained quite high, so that sales in- 
creased in proportion to the labor 
supply. This, with the lowered main- 
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ince on the nursery, made the 
it higher.

money situation. There is no general 
rule as to what percentage a nursery- 
man might borrow, based upon the 
assets of the nursery. Each loan is a 
different case and depends upon the 
individual and how he operates the 
particular business, There seems to 
be a wide variation as to money 
loaned among various types of busi- 
nesses. 


Landscape Architects 


M. Paul Friedberg, a landscape 
architect of New York city, gave a 
brief talk on the need for better 
communication between the land- 
scape architects and the landscape 
contractors. He thought that this is 
particularly true in the use of nurs- 
ery stock, especially slow-growing 
and specifically-sized material. This 
also applies to other materials, such 
as marble chips for patios, etc. He 
felt that some landscape contractors 
raised their price when they did not 
particularly want a certain job. 
Here, Mr. Friedberg thought that 
they should voice their opinion 
rather than submit a bid. In other 
cases, he reports that bids are late, 
which might be embarrassing to the 
landscape architect. He thought that 
landscape contractors would improve 
their relationships if they specified 
local nursery stock that is currently 
available and had specifications that 
were not too involved. On the other 
hand, the contractors’ plans should 
be explicit. 

Mr. Friedberg thought that the 
solution might lie in frank talks by 
representatives of both groups to 
take place both at future Landscape 
Contractors’ Association meetings 
and at the Landscape Architects’ As- 
sociation meetings. He pointed out 
that there should be less overlapping 
of fields. Designers should just -plan, 
and contractors should be doing no

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planning. Where these fields are sep. 
arated, as in California, there is 
more landscape progress. 


It was pointed out in the ques. 
tion and answer period that it is 
difficult for any generalization as to 
a clear-cut demarkation between 
fields. In large nurseries, where there 
are large staffs, it depends usually 
on the season as to how much over- 
lap there might be. It is also difficult 
to work out a system where a part- 
time designer or architect could 
work with a 1-man outfit that is 
landscape contracting. Fees are a 
problem here. In these cases, al- 
though the architect must meet the 
customer or the client, it is preferred 
that he be the consultant to the land- 
scape contractor and not the client. 
Such contractors would be helped 
perhaps by an increase in the sale 
and/or work over a longer period 
of time as a result of a carefully 
planned long-range program. 


Extension Agent 


William Titus, of the Nassau 
county extension service, spoke on 
root problems and dormant sprays. 
He reported that most root prob- 
lems can be attributed to poor plant- 
ing practices. There might be a 
wrong choice of planting materials, 
a digging problem where the B&B 
material had been left standing in 
the salesvard for a season or lack of 
care while the planting became es- 
tablished. In the last-named case, 
mavbe soil amendments were not 
added or the plants were planted as 
on a pedestal rather than with a wa- 
ter base. Twenty-five per cent of the 
calls that the Nassau county exten- 
sion service received on homeowner 
problems with ornamentals is usually 
attributed to inadequate watering. 


Taxus weevil has played havoc 
with the roots of laurel, yews and 
rhododendrons. Shoestring root rot 
is a problem on conifers, Kalmia 
latifolia, privet and rhododendron. 
The landscape contractors would 
first notice a decline in the ornamen- 
tal’s growth. If a disease is present, 
fruiting bodies with honey mush- 
rooms will be seen; when the bark 
is cut or removed, a feltlike mass of 
the disease is seen. William Titus re- 
ported that phenyl mercuric acetate, 
used as a drench on mountain laurel, 
was effective if used early. In most 
cases, however, the disease is so far 
advanced that the plants must be re- 
moved and fresh soil added or the 
soil fumigated before other ornamen- 
tals can be planted in this place, 
especially if in a foundation planting. 


Mr. Titus reported on various die- 
backs. The dieback on laurel looks 
similar to winter injury but is usual- 
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ly more associated with yellow 
leaves, like a chlorosis. Oxyquino- 
line-sulphate was effective here. 
Fairy ring can be a problem on turf. 
He reported a ring which might be 
an intense green and then die out 
altogether. The grass in the center 
of the circle may or may not be dead. 
Usually this disease does consider- 
able damage, and the only cure seems 
to be to dig out the turf and replant. 
Other problems might be due to 
nematodes or verticillium wilt on 
maples. 

Under dormant sprays, Mr. Titus 
recommended the use of lime-sul- 
phur to cure peach leaf curl. Supe- 
rior oils should be checked to make 
sure they are only for horticultural 
use, and these are best used for de- 
ciduous crops. The Nassau county 
extension service devoted a center 
section of its news to flowering crab 
apples. The landscape contractors 
thought that this would be helpful to 
them in their work. He recommend- 
ed seven, including Malus baccata 
Tanner, which has creamy-white 
flowers and orange-red fruit. The 
fruit ripens in August or September 
and lasts through the winter. This 
tree grows to be about 20 feet tall, 
and the fruit is about one-half inch 
in size. 

Ed Robinson, Robinson’s Nurs- 
eries, Bethpage, reported on how he 
starts his landscape service early. He 
has a card file listing all of his im- 
portant customers. February 15, he 
contacts each individual for fertilizer 
and nursery stock needs for the 
coming season. He follows through 
with either a custom fertilizer appli- 
cation or selling the fertilizer direct- 
ly to the customers who wish to ap- 
ply it themselves. In this way he sells 
30 tons of fertilizer each year.

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Nurserymen Elect at 


Idaho Garden School 


By Robert V. Gates 


In spite of rain and snow both 
days, the Idaho Association of Nurs- 
erymen and the University of Idaho 
extension service had a record crowd 
of 300 each day of the annual meet- 
ing and garden school at Boise, the 
11th such program in as many years. 

After the school program Febru- 
ary 9, the Idaho Association of 
Nurserymen held its annual meeting 
and elected the following officers: 
President, Norman Fuller, Davis 
Nursery, Boise; vice-president, Sid- 
ney Nelson, Nelson Floral & Nurs- 
ery, Boise; treasurer, Robert V. 
Gates, Petrie Landscape Nurseries, 
Boise, and directors, Richard Na- 
deau, Nelson Floral & Nursery; 
E. F. Davis, Davis Nursery, Boise; 
Peter Hamon, King Brown Gar- 
dens, Caldwell; Warren Carnifix, 
Fruitland Nursery, Fruitland, and 
George C. Mills, Mills Landscaping 
Service, Payette. 

Norman Fuller, chairman for the 
first morning session, opened the 
meeting by introducing Mayor Rob- 
ert E. Day of Boise, who welcomed 
the nurserymen and presented free 
parking tickets. Roland Portman, 
entomologist, university of Idaho ex- 
tension service, discussed insecti- 
cides. Correct identification of the 
pest that is causing damage is nec- 
essary to determine a control. As 
yet there is no one insecticide that 
will kill all pests. Mr. Portman out- 
lined general policies for insect con- 
trol and dealt particularly with lawn 
pests. 


Lawn Topics 


A panel discussion on the care 
of lawns, with Tony Horn, exten- 
sion horticulturist, University of 
Idaho, as leader and Doran Peter- 
son, Herman Hilfiker, county agents, 
participants, came next. It was 
pointed out that careful preparation 
of the seedbed, with a soil test to 
determine what may be lacking, is 
necessary. Most of the soils in 
the Boise area are lacking in nitro- 
gen and phosphorus, but quantities 
required to correct these deficiencies 
should be determined by an ade- 
quate soil test. 

With the building boom in full 
swing, topsoil is seldom removed 
and piled separately, with the re- 
sult that subsoil is mixed in with 
the topsoil. The use of heavy equip- 


ment on wet soil compacts it so 
firmly that water and fertilizer have 
difficulty penetrating. Humus in 


some form should be worked into 
the first six inches of the seedbed; 
then the entire lawn area should 
be leveled and smoothed. 


For a spring lawn, one does best 


to delay planting until the weather 
is warm enough to force the grass 
up before the weeds take over. One 
or two cultivatings may be neces- 
sary between the preparation of the 
seedbed and the seeding of the lawn. 
If the lawn area is large or the 
weather is hot, a top mulch should 
be used. 

The new lawn must be watered 
with a fine spray to avoid washing 
but maintain a moist surface. This 
may mean five or six waterings a 
day until the new lawn is ready to 
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mow. When the grass is two inches 
high, it should be mowed to one and 
one-half inches and watered deeper 
at longer intervals; this makes the 
roots go deeper, causing less danger 
of burning. 


Shade Tree Suggestions 


Warren Carnifix wound up the 
morning session with a talk on de- 
sirable shade trees for the area. 
Mentioned was a new Carpathian 
walnut, which withstood tempera- 
tures to 30 degrees below zero and 
still bore nuts the following year. 
The medium-size shade tree that is 
produced is fairly rapid growing and 
resistant to aphis, so drip is pre- 
vented. It is self-pollinizing, but 
bears a heavier crop when two or 
more trees are planted together. 
The male flowers develop first. If 
two trees are planted, one may 
bloom a little later than the other. 
The trees are budded at ground 
level, making a smooth trunk. Also 
recommended were the flowering 
crab apples, cherries and hawthorns. 

Peter Hamon was chairman of 


the afternoon session, which started 
with a question and answer period

Pruning of trees along overhead 
lines must be done in a 1, 2 or 3-year 
cycle, depending upon the amount of 
clearance provided in the previous 
pruning, the species of trees and the 
amount of growth as governed by 
rainfall. The tree program, Mr. 
Feistner said, should include removal 
of trees broken by storms, damaged 
by disease, crowded by other trees, or 
considered undesirable by their own- 
ers. It should also include the plant- 
ing along the right of way of smaller- 
growing tree species unlikely to reach 
the height of the overhead wires. 


In discussing “Safety in Handling 
Pesticides,” L. P. Quattrochi, Chem- 
agro Corp., Kansas City, Mo., said 
all persons concerned, from the 
manufacturer to the sprayer opera- 
tor, must cooperate in the safe use of 
pesticides. 

Members of the National Shade 
Tree Conference, the National Ar- 
borist Association and similar groups 
have the opportunity to educate the 
public in the basic concepts of pesti- 
cide usage—not a concept of fear, 
but one of respect for the effect these 
materials might produce. 


He pointed out that on the pesti- 
cide container there are directions 
for use, which, if followed, provide a 
high degree of assurance of safety in 
handling and applying the material. 
“The label gives you,” he said, “a 
complete autobiography of the pesti- 
cide it covers and represents an in- 
vestment of $1 to $3 million in re- 
search and field experiments needed 
to secure a federal registration and 
label.” 


Pesticide hazards are greatest dur- 
ing (1) handling of the material in 
transit from storage to the applica- 
tion site, (2) preparation of the 
spray tank mixture, (3) continued 
exposure to the spray droplets while 
spraying and (4) cleaning and 
maintenance of the spray equipment. 
Accidental contamination can occur 
during any of these operations. 


Offers Safety Rules 


General safety rules that apply to 
the handling and use of pesticides, 
include the following: 

1. All persons using such materials 
must be informed of the risks in- 
volved. 

2. Groups engaged in pesticide 
work should know where proper 
medical aid can be obtained if an 
accident should occur. 

3. Adequate protective clothing, 
such as rubber gloves and, in some 
cases, goggles and masks must be 
worn.

Dutch Elm Disease 


In his discussion of “Dutch Elm 
Disease Up-to-Date,” E. H. Woller- 
man, United States forest service, 
Columbus, O., used a series of color 
slides illustrating phases of the dis- 
ease, standard control measures and 
experiments in progress. 

Much research work is being done, 
Dr. Wollerman said, with systemics, 
some of which show promise, al- 
though at this time none can be rec- 
ommended for consumer use. 

An effective and safe systemic ma- 
terial must be of such nature that it 
can be absorbed and translocated by 


the tree, it must not be toxic to the 
tree and it should be reasonably safe 
as far as human and animal life is 
concerned. One of the more promis- 
ing materials, he said, has been with- 
drawn from the market because of its 
high toxicity to humans. 

Mentioning a number of insecti- 
cidal materials that have been tried, 
Dr. Wollerman said the only com- 
pound found so far that gave beetle 
control results comparable to those 
of DDT was methoxychlor. He said 
a number of biological control meth- 
ods were tried, but that natural con- 
trols to date have not proved effec- 
tive. 

Presently recommended methods 
of controlling Dutch elm disease, he 
said, still consist of sanitation and 
spraying, and he emphasized that 


thorough spray coverage is essential 
to protection of the tree being 
treated. 

As an example of results that 
might be achieved in a program of 
sanitation and spraying, he cited the 
experience of an eastern community 
that put in effect a 3-year compre- 
hensive program and lost, during 
that time, only three tenths of 1 per 
cent of its elm trees through Dutch 
elm disease. 

With “The Significance of Pa- 
thology in Shade Tree Care” as his 
subject, Richard J. Campana, de- 
partment of botany and plant pa- 
thology, University of Maine, Orono, 
told of the role played by the plant 
pathologist in arboriculture.

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greenhouses the end of last Novem. 
ber and in December as _ regular 
Christmas crops were moved out, 
The greenhouse forcing and constant 
water use have resulted in consider. 
able rotting of most burlap used in 
the original balling, so that recover. 
ing will have to be done when stock 
is moved to the show. The exhibitors 
furnish the help to do this work. 

The midwest’s mild winter at the 
start aided the forcing process, for 
dormancy was not deep in the case 
of all plants. In fact, breaking began 
more rapidly than was desirable with 
some plants, so that holding them 
back became necessary. Forsythias, 
for example, started rapidly and 
needed cooler quarters as time went 
on. Azaleas from storage were al- 
lowed four weeks to bloom. 


Points of Attention 


Here are a few of the factors that 
demand consideration in undertak- 
ing the handling of show material, 
the McCannons tell visitors: Space 
must be made available where tem. 
peratures can be maintained as 
needed, without affecting other 
crops. Growing temperatures from 
42 degrees, to retard growth, to 78 
degrees, for rose forcing, are in use 
at the G & E ranges. Houses having 
sufficient height to accommodate 
large specimens are needed; some 
B&B trees can be handled tipped at 
an angle, if adequately supported. 
Labor is highly essential to move 
stock, which may be a necessary pro- 
cedure five or six times during the 
winter, because of changing weather 
conditions or plant problems that 
develop. 

Plants must be examined care- 
fully at the start to make sure they 
are free of insects or disease. At later 
stages, plants may require fumiga- 
tion to eliminate any outbreak of 
pests. Constant temperature checks 
must be made in the forcing areas 


to see that the required heat is avail- } 


able. 

Feeding is necessary to promote 
rapid leaf growth of the plants and 
can be done in connection with the 
watering. Water that has been pre- 
warmed is advantageous for supply- 
ing moisture. 

Only the work of forcing the 
plants is the task of the greenhouses, 
the McCannons indicate. No deliv- 
ery of the stock is undertaken; that 
is the responsibility of the exhibitor. 
And it is no small one, it is pointed 
out, for care is needed to transport 
the growing plants without damag- 
ing them. Pickup of material for the 
Chicago show was to start about 
March 14. The trip to the amphi- 
theater from the range is about 26

Salvia Dichroa 


Answering a Kentucky corre- 
spondent, I think it is safe to say 
that the North African sage, Salvia 
dichroa, and its variety magnifica 
would be hardy in his section. How- 
ever, it is not a true perennial, ac- 
cording to its behavior in my trials. 
Here in upper Michigan it acted as a 
biennial or at least as a monocarp, 
disappearing after a heavy and long 
flowering season. Also, it was not re- 
liably hardy here. Remembering 
these two shortcomings, I still high- 
ly recommend the two salvias to all 
who are in search of stately growers 
with a long summer blooming sea- 
son. 

Somewhere I received the impres- 
sion that Salvia dichroa grows natu- 
rally in the sandy soil of the Medi- 
terranean littoral of Africa. That 
would account for the fact that it 
demands perfect drainage, as one 
would suspect from its gray pubes- 
cent leaves. Given good drainage, 
plenty of fertilizer and sunshine, the 
type will grow up to three feet in 
height (four feet in variety magnifi- 
ca, which is merely a magnified form 
of the type) with foot-long or longer 
racemes of large, deep lavender, 
white-tipped, labiate flowers in sum- 
mer. The foregoing description will 
tell every experienced grower that in 
Salvia dichroa is an excellent plant 
for a back position in the hardy bor- 
der. It is easily grown from seeds, 
and seeds are generally available. 


Delphinium Nuttalli 


An eastern correspondent would 
like to know how he can make Del- 
phinium columbianum permanent. 
He says he has grown the plant from 
collected roots but can never keep 
them over one growing season, some- 
thing he blames on the New Jersey 
climate. 

Many gardeners have asked the 
same question and have found no 
satisfactory answer. I can give only 
a few factors which came to light in 
my experiments with the tuberous- 
rooted kinds several years ago. 

The semiarid country in the Rocky 
mountains and the high plateaus 
westward are especially rich in spe- 
cies with tuberous roots, which 
spring up in the first warm days, 
bloom for a month or so while the 
little natural moisture is in the soil 
and then retreat underground until

Of course, tubers are 
available from western collectors at 
a price that would allow annual re- 
newal for the enthusiast. 
Delphinium columbianum, now 
called D. nuttalli by the botanists, is 
said to grow 18 inches tall in some 
of its native haunts; here in Michi- 
gan it never exceeded 10 inches, as I 
remember it, shooting up to that 
height soon after the passing of the 
snow and bearing midblue flowers 
with creamy bees in racemes for 
about three weeks. If one can make 
it permanent it should be a splendid 
addition to the spring garden. If it 
proves to be a miff and one feels that 
he must have a_ tuberous-rooted 
dwarf delphinium, he can try the 
eastern D. tricorne, the staggerweed 
of rural people in its range from 
Pennsylvania to Minnesota and 
southward, which also blooms in 
April and May. This plant was quite 
permanent in my trials, especially if 
given a leafy soil in some shade. It

Eriogonums 


In the exuberance of my early 
days with the eriogonums, I wrote 
as follows in this column: “They are 
valuable not only for their beautiful, 
woolly foliage and for their ease of 
culture; the most ingratiating fea- 
ture to me is the summer blooming 
habits of many of the kinds.” All of 
which I should let stand, with the 
exception of ease of culture. I must 
have had fool’s luck or struck a few 
of the easier kinds; even so, many 
were rather short-lived then, as I 
look back on it now, for kinds like 
E. compositum tended to fade away 
after a few years. There are recom- 
penses, however, in a few kinds of 
the large genus, and this plant holds 
vast possibilities for the adventurer 
who is not afraid to put a little time 
and effort into investigation. Much 
has been learned since Gabrielson 
wrote about 1930 that “attempts at 
cultivation have been none too suc- 
cessful,” and more will come to light 
as we go forward. I hope that many 
of our readers will take part in the 
investigation of the eriogonums, for 
it is my earnest conviction that they 
hold much good for gardens. 

One might start with E. composi- 
tum, a plant that I obtained years 
ago in seeds from collectors in Ore- 
gon and Washington (I think the 
plant also extends into California) 
and that proved to be quite amena- 
ble to cultivation, though with a 
tendency to be short-lived. It is of 
a matlike, shrubby growth of densely 
woolly foliage, which is highly orna- 
mental in itself. Starting to bloom in 
July and continuing until heavy 
frosts, its compound umbels of usu- 
ally pale yellow flowers (it varies, 
when grown from seeds, from cream 
through yellowish to pinkish) add 
the finishing touches to a really 


| first-class plant. It, like most of the 


perennial species with woolly foliage, 
demands perfect drainage and sun- 
shine, and the alpine kinds of erio- 
gonum should have fertility reduced 
to almost nothing. A lean scree soil 
is the best medium that I found. 
Another species which I had from 
Washington and Idaho (it extends 
eastward into Wyoming, I believe) 
was E. umbellatum. It, too, was 
rather short-lived, but, since it self- 
sowed a little, it made itself perma- 
nent that way. I came to think well 
of it in its compact bushy growth of 
about six inches, clothed in oval 
leaves, deep green above and white 
beneath, and deep yellow flowers in 
summer.

splendid plant, but its beauty does 
not cease when the flowering period 
ends, for with the approach of win- 
ter the leaves take on the most be- 
witching shades of red, mahogany, 
bronze and allied colors. 

Plant names, of course, are not to 
be relied upon, neither those estab- 
lished by local botanists nor by most 
collectors, especially when a genus 
so little known and so complicated 
as eriogonum is involved. That 
thought came to mind when I com- 
menced to think about E. heracleo- 
ides and remembered the great dif- 
ferences in material that I had under 
that label. So far as I could tell from 
the botanists’ descriptions, true hera- 
cleoides makes a wide mat (15 
inches) of linear leaves, green above 
and silvery and downy beneath, and 
masses of creamy-yellow flowers in 
umbels all during summer. Better 
yet, though, is its variety roseum, 
which has replaced the parent’s 
creamy flowers with a splendid shade 
of pink. I did not grow the latter 
from seeds, but should not expect it 
to come entirely true. 

A small bushy shrub that grew to 
a height of about eight inches, hav- 
ing tiny, ovate leaves covered with 
silvery down, especially on the un- 
derside, and large heads of pink 
flowers in midsummer, which I had 
under label of E. niveum, seemed 
one of the joys of the eriogonum race 
the first time I grew it from seeds 
from British Columbia, as I remem- 
ber it now. It lasted several years in 
its moraine soil in full sun, but it was 
less successful in later trials, seldom 
lasting over three years. I cannot ex- 
plain the reason for such behavior, 
unless it is inherited from the parent 
stocl 

A plant that I had from three or 
four sources as E, ovalifolium proved 
to be just about the most charming 
of the small fry. Small size is not its 
only recommendation, either. Ander- 
son McCully spoke of it as growing 


two inches high when found at an 
elevation of 12,000 feet in the Sier- 
ras; my plants, grown from Oregon 
and Washington seeds, produced 
plants twice that tall, but they still 
made the dense, silvery tufts de- 
scribed above, with compact, woolly 
heads of pink flowers all summer 


long. [ts variety depressum is spoken 
of as being even smaller than the 


type, forming “rosettes of round, 
feltlike leaves that tint handsomely

trials conducted years ago (a quarter 
century at least), but I should like 
to add one more, E. nudum, which 
I grew more recently. Judging from 
its behavior here in Michigan, it 
should, despite its short life (it is 
little more than a biennial, though 
it self-sowed freely), make a favor- 
able impression on gardeners. From 
a rosette of ovate leaves, greenish 
above and white-tomentose below, it 
throws up a branched stalk to a foot 
or 15 inches, carrying many small 
heads of primrose-yellow false-buck- 
wheat flowers. I doubt if it would 
ever become a pest from self-sowing, 
for the seedlings are easily discour- 
aged. I promise nurserymen much 
pleasure, from my own experience 
with the eriogonums, much satisfac- 
tion if they are able to work out any 
of the problems still remaining in 
the understanding of their culture 
and profit when they succeed. Now 
I should like to observe a few things 
that are known about these plants. 


Many eriogonums are desert or 
near-desert plants. And this must be 
remembered when one is dealing 
with them. One must remember 
there are many, many weedy kinds 
in the vast number of species and 
varieties that cover the west. Many 
have papery flowers, which dry 
beautifully, making them ideal for 
winter bouquets. All eriogonums that 
I know require good drainage and 
sunshine. The annuals and biennials 
come readily from seeds; the shrubby 
kinds may be grown from layers, 
which does not make for rapid in- 
crease. Soft cuttings taken in June 
before flowering were the best means 
of increase for some kinds that I 
found. However, some do and some 
do not root, and the only way to find 
out is by experience, for one plant of 
a certain species may root with some 
ease, while another of the same spe- 
cies standing next to it may not root 
at all. It is all a merry adventure. I 
had best results when the rooted cut- 
tings were wintered in a protected 
frame. 


Viola Alpina 


I received two inquiries on vio- 
lets, Viola alpina and V. gracilis. 
The first of these, V. alpina, is said 
to be rather rare in nature; certainly 
it is not often seen in nurseries and 
gardens, and one usually has a diffi- 
cult job finding seeds of it. From the 
garden standpoint, V. alpina is mid- 
way between the pansy and the vio- 
let, sending up little heart-shaped, 
scalloped leaves from a central crown 
(no running about here). In May in 
Michigan climate they grow 3-inch 
stems, holding large, purple pansies

Shade Tree Insects 


“Insects of Shade Trees and Their 
Control” was given by C. R. Jordan, 
extension entomologist, Athens. Mr. 
Jordon stated that almost every 
plant that grows is attacked and 
damaged by insects, which cause 
about $100 million damage yearly, 
in Georgia alone. It is most im- 
portant, he emphasized, to identify 
the insect or injury before attempt- 
ing control measures or spray pro- 
tection. 

Mr. Jordon then showed excellent 
slides of all the beetles causing in- 
jury to pines. The southern pine 
beetle attacks the upper portion of 
the tree and works downward, form- 
ing winding galleries. This beetle 
is difficult to detect until the dam- 
age has been done. The turpentine 
beetle is easy to detect, because it 
works from the base of the tree 
upward. Ips beetles form Y or H- 
shaped galleries. 

Protection and control measures 
are effected by spraying trunk and 
larger limbs, to the point of runoff, 
with one gallon benzene hexa- 
chloride emulsifiable concentrate 
(containing one pound gamma iso- 
mer per gallon) mixed with 10 gal- 
lons of water. Every attempt should 
be made to keep the pines healthy 
to resist beetle attack. 

Slides were shown and control 
measures mentioned for pine tip 
moth, several types of borers at- 
tacking deciduous trees, elm leaf 
beetle, fall webworm, tent cater- 
pillar, bagworm and a new pine 
sawfly.

CLIMBING STRAWBERRY 


Sonjana, the new climbing straw- 
berry, is being viewed with interest 
as an ornamental plant as well as to 
provide strawberries for eating. De- 
veloped by Reinhold Hummel, a 
West Germany nurseryman, the 
plant is patented in this country 
under No. 1691. Sending out 6 to 
8-foot runners and bearing delicious 
berries from ground level to eye 
level, the plant can also be trained 
to make garden designs, both 
wreaths and festoons to cover an 
archway. 

The berries are described as mid- 
dle-size, firm, meaty and of tasty 
flavor. They are produced in suc- 
cessive stages, first at the mother 
plant on the ground level and then 
at each of the nodes or rosettes 
above. Since the plant is generally 
trained upward, the gardener is able 
to pick berries which have never 
touched the ground. The weight of 
the berries requires a firm trellis or 
wire netting for plant support. 

An everbearing strawberry, the 
plant requires plenty of sunlight and 
air circulation and good fertile soil. 
It can be grown in large pots or jars 
for decorating a patio or terrace and 
may also be used in a hanging basket. 
Because the plant grows upward, 
rather than outward, it requires 
little ground area per plant, only a 
square foot or so. 

Sonjana strawberry is being intro- 
duced by the William Penn Nursery 
Co., West Grove, Pa., a subsidiary 
of the Conard-Pyle Co., for planting 
this spring.

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Varied Subjects Discussed at 


Propagators’ Op 


Reported by Fre 


Panel discussions and papers on 
varied phases of propagation were 
heard with interest by the largest 
registration in history at the annual 
meeting of the Plant Propagators 
Society, held at the Sheraton hotel, 
Philadelphia, Pa., December 9 to 12. 
A report of the business sessions ap- 
peared in the January 15 issue of the 
American Nurseryman, and follow- 
ing is a summary of the talks and 
discussions which opened the pro- 
gram Thursday, December 10. 

President Roy M. Nordine offi- 
cially opened the program of the 
ninth annual Plant Propagators So- 
ciety meeting with his welcome ad- 
dress and continued the precedent of 
previous meetings of starting ses- 
sions on time as listed throughout 
the three days. The president re- 
viewed the history and background 
of the previous society which was 
formed to assist in plant propaga- 
tion in 1919 and lasted until 1931. 
It was noted that many of the prob- 
lems that faced that group remain 
today. Copies of the publications of 
this former society will become part 
of the permanent records of the 
Plant Propagators Society. 

Moderator for the morning ses- 
sion December 10, Arthur Lancas- 
ter, Jr., Coleman Nurseries, Ports- 
mouth, Va., presented the first 
speaker, Dr. Charles Hess, depart- 
ment of horticulture, Purdue Uni- 
versity, West Lafayette, Ind. In a 
paper, “A Study of Plant Growth 
Substances in Easy and Difficult-to- 
root Cuttings,” Dr. Hess first re- 
viewed the literature on plant hor- 
mones. In 1935 the first report was 
made on plant hormones to induce 
roots. Early Dutch reports showed 
the use of wheat grains in a split 
base of the cutting induced root- 
ing. Movements of auxins (the 
plant’s natural hormones) were dis- 
cussed. 


New Findings 


Plants can destroy hormones, and 
hard-to-root cuttings respond less to 
hormones than the easier-rooted cut- 
tings, it was stated. Inhibitors to 
root formation were also reported. 
Dr. Hess told some of his recent in- 
vestigations in a bio-assay test, using 
mung bean, to find substances which 
promote root initiation. He is also 
conducting work with juvenile and

mature ivy. Cofactors are present in 
some of the easy-to-root cuttings, 
and he is working now to isolate 
and identify these factors. His talk 
was supplemented with slides. 

anel discussion followed on the 
practical use of the quick-dip meth- 
od of applying hormones in an alco- 
hol solution. Harvey Gray, Long 
Island Agricultural and Technical 
Institute, Farmingdale, N. Y., told 
how to make up the concentrated 


dip solutions. Mr. Gray uses a stock 
solution made up of two grams of 
indolebutyric acid dissolved in 100 


cc. of ethyl alcohol. This material 


should be stored in a refrigerator in 
tightly closed brown bottles. The 
stock solution was used for rhodo- 
dendrons, but with most other 


plants a weaker solution, diluted 
with water, was used. No dilute solu- 
tion was held over for even a day.

Commercial Procedure 


Thomas S. Pinney, Jr., Evergreen 
Nursery Co., Sturgeon Bay, Wis, 
reported on using the quick-dip 
method on a commercial scale. The 
stock solution, consisting of 10,000 
parts per million, is stored only 
three months and is diluted to 1,000 
to 2,500 ppm for the dip of one 
second. The stronger mixture gave 
more roots along the stem. 


Uniform cuttings are trimmed 
with a paper cutter, and some 
wounding effect on the cuttings is 
believed given. Solutions of | the 
quick dip are replaced about every 
two hours. No effect from the quick- 
dip technique is noted on the hard- 
to-root cuttings, but this method is 
preferred over the talc. 

John B. Roller, Verhalen Nursery 
Co., Scottsville, Tex., reported use of 
the quick-dip method for five years. 
He adds naphthalene-acetic acid to 
the indolebutyric acid in his stock 
solution. He declared that his results 
were not consistent with the quick- 
dip method and it was recommended

E. Stroombeek, Warner Nursery 
Co., Willoughby, O., cited his 
method of making up a stock solu- 
tion, 4% per cent I.D.A. in alcohol, 
dissolving two grams in 400 cc. Mr. 
Stroombeek stated that he uses a 
Y4 per cent solution, which he called 
the strong material, on hollies and 
thododendrons; 1/6 per cent solu- 
tion, the regular solution, for taxus; 
Ye per cent, a weak solution, and 
1/12 per cent, a very weak solution. 
Mr. Stroombeek said that cuttings 
were allowed to dry after being 
quick-dipped. He preferred the dip 
method over the powder. 

Budding Dogwood 

The final paper of the first morn- 
ing session was on the budding of 
dogwood in the field, by Hoskins A. 
Shadow, Tennessee Valley Nurs- 
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eries, Winchester, Tenn. Mr. Shad- 
ow stated he uses native collected 
dogwood. The seeds are cleaned and 
dried. In late October, the seeds are 
planted in the field in 42-inch rows, 
approximately one and _ one-half 
inches deep, and covered with saw- 
dust. A cultipacker is rolled over 
the planted seeds, to firm the saw- 
dust and to prevent wind erosion. 
April 1 to 15, germination is usually 
obvious. Some seeds are held back, 
stratified in a mixture of sand and 
sawdust and then stored at 40 de- 
grees for 60 to 75 days. Irriga- 
tion was declared desirable during 
the growth of the seedling under- 
stocks, and they are thinned to three 
inches apart in a row. In July and 
early August the tender seedlings 
are used for budding, using a T-bud 
procedure. Seedlings are budded on 
the southwest side of the understock 
and tied with raffia. The seedlings 


are root pruned in the winter, and 
the understock is cut back to the 
bud the following spring. 

During the first season’s growth 
of the budded trees, they are again 
root pruned, and many of them are 
taken out and others ‘allowed to 
grow on the second year. In the sec- 
ond year, there are many 3 to 4 and 
4 to 5-foot well-formed plants de- 
veloped from this procedure, with 
numerous flower buds. Mr. Shadow 
had an interesting groups of color 
slides to supplement his talk.

wood. A double layer of polyethy- 
lene, 2-mil inner and 4-mil outer, 
with chicken wire between, is used 
for cover. 

Made in the field, cuttings are 
short and stocky, from 1-year-old 
wood. A hormone treatment is used 
for taxus and juniperus. Cuttings 
are normally taken in October. The 
rooting medium is a soil base with 
a peat and sand or a U.C. mix on 
top. The soil is high in fertility, and 
the pH is 7. 

Mr. Steavenson uses all alcohol 
for sterilization of field beds. Cut- 
tings are stuck shallow, up to one 
inch, approximately 45 to a square 
foot. They are sprinkled daily in the 
fall, and watering is reduced during 
the winter. In the spring, the tem- 
perature may vary, and _ proper 
moisture is important. Ventilating 
of the closed houses is started in the 
late spring. The polyethylene is 
later removed and shade is used. A 
monthly feeding is given the rooted 
cuttings, which are pruned in mid- 
summer and cleared out in the 
early fall for the next crop. 

Panel on Enclosures 

Panel discussion on the rooting of 
juniperus, taxus and other ever- 
greens in an airtight polyethylene 
enclosure was led by Harvey Gray. 
He described the vapor-proof cham- 
ber as a completely enclosed type of 
bed and unit, the plastic being 12 
inches high above the media. Even 
the area underneath the bed is com- 
pletely sealed, which results in little 
or no loss of water from the closed 
case. 

Mr. Gray stated that the old 
method of hand syringing a sand 
medium is better than the vapor- 
proof chamber method. 

He also described using bleached 
cheesecloth inside the case to act 
as a wick and to reduce loss of mois- 
ture from the plants. Sharp con- 
crete sand was said to be the best 
medium. 

John Roller, Verhalen Nursery 
Co., Scottsville, Tex., discussed the 
use of ground beds under lath 
houses, with polyethylene tents over 
the beds. He uses a medium of sandy 
soil, plus a sand and peat mixture 
on top. He reported good results 
with [Italian cypress and varying 
success with arborvitae. He consid- 
ers the polyethylene tent a useful 
device and, in closing, asserted that 
polyethylene itself is a valuable aid 
in solving many propagation prob- 
lems. 

The last speaker of the Thursday 
afternoon session was Henry Homer 
Chase, Chase Nursery Co., Chase,

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ers in the Open Field.” Mr. Chase 
stated that this method was first used 
in 1920 and that his location and 
dimatic conditions are important 
factors in its success. The Chase 
area has 52 inches of rainfall an- 
nually and a red Decatur clay soil. 
Very large cuttings are normally 
taken in September and October. 
Soil preparation is thorough and is 
followed by deep furrowing. Water 
is added to the furrow, and cuttings 
are stuck into this muddy soil. Dry 
sil is spread over the surface, and 
then another application of water is 
given to the cuttings. Irrigation is 
sometimes used during the summer 
months. The cuttings are pruned 
heavily. Weed control during the 
summer is important. Mr. Chase dis- 
played pictures showing his proce- 
dure and equipment used in the 
operation. 

The remaining talks and panel dis- 
cussions held on Friday and Satur- 
day, December 11 and 12, will be 
reported in later issues of the Ameri- 
can Nurseryman.

the golden nematode, its detection 


and control. 
Discusses Guarantees 


Dr. White prefaced his after- 
luncheon talk on his experiences with 
guarantees by quoting excerpts from 
rule 10 of the F. T. C. trade practice 
rules for the nursery industry, citing 
several cases relating to the sale of 
seeds and plants that turned out to 
be untrue to name. The question of 
guarantees on either regional or local 
levels is not new, but the problem is 
complicated by the fact that regional 
situations differ throughout the 
country. 

On the wholesale nonwarranty 
clause there is usually no warranty, 
either express or implied, as to va- 
riety or productivity of any seeds, 
bulbs or nursery stock sold. Liabil- 
ity in all instances is limited to the 
purchase price. There is no liability 
for acts of God, and if the product 
is not acceptable on these terms it 
can then be returned. 

For cash-and-carry and mail-order 
sales to the do-it-yourself customer, 
where no control over planting is 
involved, the guarantee is usually 








limited to the product and specifies 
that plants are true to name and up 
to grade and that claims must be 
made within a specific period of time. 

General retail guarantees usually 
contain a warranty on service as well 
a on products and they may specify 
that bills must be paid according to

CALIFORNIA ARBORISTS 


The California Association of Ar- 
borists met in the office of the com- 
missioner of agriculture at Redwood 
City February 17, with President 
Leslie Mayne, Mayne Tree Service, 
San Mateo, presiding.

President Mayne announced that 
in order to have meetings of more 
general interest, the program com. 
mittee this year will be rotated 
among the membership on a three 
months’ basis. Appointed to the 
committee for the first three months 
of the fiscal year was John Davis, 
Davis Tree Service, Menlo Park. 

Ian Campbell, San Mateo county 
deputy commissioner of agriculture, 
made a report on changes which 
are to be made in the agricultural 
code and which are of interest to 
arborists and agricultural pest con- 
trol operators. He said that these 
changes are the first since the code 
was established several years ago, 
A hearing regarding the changes 
was to be held at Sacramento Feb- 
ruary 23. 

Among the changes, which are 
minor and will not greatly affect 
the methods of operation of mem- 
bers of the association, will be an 


increase of the annual license fee} 


to $20. A written approval by the 
county commissioner of agriculture 
will be required of operators who, 
for experimental reasons, wish to 
use any pest control materials for 
purposes for which they were not 
registered. Other changes will in- 
volve the requirement for legible 
marking on all spray equipment as 
to its capacity and rate of applica 
tion under normal uses; stricter rul- 
ings with regard to the control of 
drift of materials used for pest and 
weed control and stricter rulings re- 
garding the use of pest contro] ma- 
terials according to the manufac- 
turers’ printed directions on_ the 
packages.

would be given, which, if passed, 
would allow the firm to become a 
senior or full-fledged member. This 
is, of course, the first step in a much 
needed plan of examinations con- 
ducted by a neutral group for all 
arborists and ornamental pest con- 
trol operators. Such a practice would 
quickly raise the standards of the 
profession.

CALIFORNIA NOTES 


During February the retail orna- 
mental nurseries in the state took a 
beating. The dry winter discouraged 
interest in home gardening and held 
weeds in check. This was followed by 
extremely cold weather, which did 
some damage to the more tender 
plantings and held up work on such 
plantings until the owners or their 
gardeners could decide how exten- 
sive the damage was. Then came 
several weeks of wet, cold weather, 
during which time plants were able 
to make some growth but home gar- 
deners were not in a mood to go out 
into their yards and work. By the 
middle part of the month things be- 


gan to look better, and there was 
some activity at the retail nurseries; 
but business once lost is seldom made 
up, and, in general, most firms are 
overstocked.

Wilson Nursery, Millbrea, recently 
resigned, each to operate his own 
landscape contracting business. 

Mas Tsuda, who formerly oper- 
ated one of the larger agricultural 
pest control businesses in the San 
Mateo-Hillsborough area, is now de- 
voting all of his time to landscape 
contracting work. He sold his equip- 
ment and all of his accounts to Bay 
Pest Control, San Mateo. He reports 
that he was advised to give up the 
pest control work because of an 
allergy to chlordane sprays, which 
his physician had advised him would 
become more serious with continued 
exposure to this insecticide. 

The American Dahlia Society, 
Western chapter, held a highly suc- 
cessful convention at San Francisco. 
Attendance was well over the expect- 
ed 200, and growers from as far 
north as the state of Washington and 
as far south as San Diego, Calif, 
were registered. 

Roland A. Milder, plant patholo- 
gist, Michigan State University, East 
Lansing, recently prepared a booklet 
entitled “Virus Diseases of the 
Dahlia.” It was written at the behest 
of the American Dahlia Society, and 
copies are available for 50 cents each 
from the treasurer of the association, 
Harry A. Dreyer, 431 Lincoln ave- 
nue, Ridgewood, N. J. 

Pear collapse is the name given a 
disease that has done much damage 
to the pear trees in the state, par- 
ticularly in the northern tier of coun- 
ties. The disease seems similar to the 
pear decline that has attacked pears 
in the northwestern states during the 
past two years, according to special- 
ists in the department of plant pa- 
thology, department of agriculture, 
Sacramento. They attribute the dam- 
age to the weather extremes experi- 
enced in the region during 1957 and 
1958. The disorder is marked by a 
sudden wilting and drying of the 
foliage, a failure of the fruit to reach 
normal size and—often—the death of 
the tree. The disease develops fast: 
A tree that seems normal can be in a 
state of collapse within a week. Ex- 
perts have not as yet identified the 
precise cause of the collapse nor 
found an acceptable cure. 

The Pacific Gas & Electric Co. has 
published the results of a survey 
made in an effort to meet population 
conditions in California in 1960. In- 
cluded in the forecasts are predic- 
tions that the population and indus- 
trial boom of 1959 will continue un- 
abated; that the population will ex- 
ceed 16,000,000 before year’s end; 
that the largest population gain will 
be in Santa Clara county (this in- 
cludes such places as Palo Alto, Los 
Altos, Mountain View, Sunnyvale 
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and the county seat, San Jose); that 
home building starts in the northern 
half of the state will be 84,000, as 
compared to 89,000 in 1959, and that 
personal income of the state’s resi- 
dents will exceed $42 billion in 1960. 
George L. Winterbotham, promi- 
nent pioneer southern California 
horticulturist, died in a Mountain 
View rest home February 19. He 
was 92 years old. He had resided in 
the San Francisco peninsula area for 
the past eight years, though he was 
a native of England and was one of 
the early settlers of Riverside. One 
of the first growers to plant citrus in 
the southern part of the state, Mr. 
Winterbotham helped establish many 
of the original orchards in that area. 
Survivors include his widow, Mabel, 
and two sons. W. B. B.

PROMOTION PLANS TOLD 


Speaking at the January 21 meet- 
ing of the Monterey Bay chapter of 
the California Association of Nurs- 
erymen, Martin Rocky, a member 
of the Pettler Advertising Agency, 
Orinda, Calif., explained the adver- 
tising procedures planned by the 
C. A. N. using the 40 per cent dues 
assessment recently ratified. This 
money will be used 100 per cent for 
association advertising and promot- 
ing of the nursery business in Cali- 
fornia, Mr. Rocky said. The dues 
assessment will make it possible to 
take a revolutionary step in the 
way of selling the nursery business 
in the state. It will also enable the 
association to prepare and make 
available to nurseries the basic tools 
for their individual advertising and 
displays. 

Although the amount of the as- 
sessment, about $20,000, does not 
permit the association actually to 
buy advertising space or broadcast 
time, the organization hopes to im- 
prove, among other things, the pres- 
ent form of the news releases, which 
go out weekly. It has considered 
building up a photographic library 
of both black and white and col- 
ored pictures, releasing new pic- 
tures weekly and making them avail- 
able to any firm associated with the 
nursery business, Mr. Rocky stated. 
When using these pictures, a firm 
would credit them to the California 
Association of Nurserymen, thus 
helping to promote the association 
and the nursery business. 


Telephone Book Use 


During the past year, 130,000 
inches of advertising space were 
used in a promotion effort by the 
state publicity office. This year the 
C. A. N. is considering purchase of 
space for trademark headings in the 
yellow pages of all state telephone 
books, Mr. Rocky stated, so that 
nurserymen can list their firms be- 
neath the association emblem. 

A 28-minute, full-color education- 
al film on how to plant and beautify 
the home and community will be 
made and shown as a public service. 
It will be available to garden clubs 
interested in home beautification, 
along with news releases and the text 
of a talk to precede the film presen-

The associa- 
tion also hopes to make full-color 
plant identification cards available 
to each nursery at low cost. These 
cards will show a full-grown plant 
with complete information about 
such points as its color, height and 
required care. 

“Plant of the Week” displays will 
be featured, which, by tying in with 
the weekly bulletins from the 
iS: N. office, will advertise and 
promote the association. The use of 
large outdoor signs also will be en- 
couraged. 


Mr. Rocky stressed the impor- 


tance of group or association adver- 
tising and merchandising. He then 
urged nurserymen to provide a mod- 
ern, clean, well-stocked nursery with 
ample parking space and to employ 
courteous, neat and, above all, 
skilled salesmen who do not take or- 
ders only, but know how to sell. 


Consistent Program Best 
Mr. Rocky suggested that a nurs- 


ery be identified through use of 
large, legible signs clearly visible 
from the street, freeway or sidewalk. 
Temporary, interchangeable signs 
should be used for the current mer- 
chandise on display, he advised. Ad- 
vertising consistently, especially dur- 
ing the peak season, is of great im- 
portance, he said, and he suggested 
setting up the advertising program 
a few months in advance and then 
sticking to it through the season. 


If possible, the help of a profes- 


sional man should be sought when 
one is deciding on the program. 
However, when the business is light, 
advertising should be light also, Mr. 
Rocky stressed. He thought it best 
to advertise heavily during the 
spring, only slightly in the summer 
and heavily again in the fall, letting 
the advertising diminish again in 
the winter. However, he said, a 
nurseryman should never stop ad- 
vertising completely, or people will 
forget that his business exists. He 
advised spending an average of 4 to

§ per cent of gross income a year 
on advertising. 

Mr. Rocky pointed out that par- 
ticipation in the second Can-Can 
Carnival will benefit all nurserymen. 
They will get more for their money 
in advertising material. The kit that 
nurserymen received last year and 
will receive again this year for only 
$30 would cost about $200 if the 
individual nurseryman were to make 
such a kit himself, he said. 


“Plant California” Program 


In closing his talk, Mr. Rocky told 
of the satisfactory progress made 
with the “Plant California” program 
and said plans have been made for 
further development. The “Plant 
California” booklet has been printed 
and is being sent to chambers of 
commerce, garden clubs and others 
interested in the program. The 
C. A.N. is trying to have one of the 
big California industrial firms spon- 
sor a printing of 100,000 copies of 
the booklet and use it in a compre- 
hensive direct-mail program. A com- 


mittee of 50 persons is being formed 
outside the state association to pro- 
mote the beautification program for 
the state of California.

of tissue damage. The best pruners 
are those with two sharp edges. 

Nurserymen should induce buyers 
to prune when they plant. Most 
homeowners are reluctant to do so, 
but plants often carry too much 
top growth in relation to the roots. 
This is one of the major reasons 
why many plantings fail, Dr. Link 
believes. 

The natural resins and other pro- 
tective fluids in conifers may gener- 
ally eliminate any need for coatings 
on pruning cuts. Wounds on shrubs 
usually heal rapidly, and little pro- 
tection is needed. On larger decidu- 
ous plants, some protection against 
drying out of exposed wounds may 
be desirable. A good grade of orange 
shellac may be all that is necessary. 


Good wound dressings or pruning 
coatings should be nontoxic, should 
adhere readily to fresh exposures, 
should not harden, should have 
some flexibility to prevent cracking, 
should respond to changes of the 
weather and should be somewhat 
dark in color and inconspicuous. 
Whether or not an insecticide or 
fungicide is present in the medium 
is probably secondary. 

Since branch stubs left by im- 
proper pruning are not supplied 
with either plant food or water, they 
die, become cracked, soften and per- 
mit the entrance of diseases and in- 
sects. This condition is most com- 
monly found when the homeowner 
does his own pruning, Dr. Link ob- 
served. 


Weed Control 


Dr. Arthur Bing, Cornell orna- 
mentals research laboratory, Farm- 
ingdale, L. I., N. Y., reported on 
weed killers for nurseries as tested 
at this experimental station. The 
laboratory, he pointed out, is a part 
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of Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y. 
Since there is a large concentration 
of nurserymen and florists on Long 
Island and since Ithaca is about 280 
miles away with totally different 
soil conditions, establishment of the 
Long Island station was deemed de- 
sirable. 

It is not a simple matter to find 
a good weed killer, Dr. Bing ex- 
plained. Through cultivation, one 
can do a fair job of keeping his 
nursery clean, but heavy damage 
to plants can result if weeds become 
established because of weather or 
other conditions. Obviously, weeds 
are most easily killed when they 
are susceptible and nursery plants 
are not. Steam sterilization is prob- 
ably the best soil treatment. Steam 
should be applied at 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit for a half hour. There 
are no measurement difficulties with 
this treatment, and one has the ad- 
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tage of being able to plant safely 
oon as the soil is cool. 
or any chemical treatment to be 
ctive against weed seeds and 
1atodes, the soil should be moist 
four or five days before applica- 
A test planting of tomatoes 
ielpful in determining whether 
safe to plant nursery crops after 
mical treatments.

Dr. Bing said that he could not 
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emphasize the importance of 
wing carefully the manufactur- 
directions for applying weed 
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killers. Growers were cautioned to 
test chemicals on a few plants be. 
fore treating large areas. A long. 
range research program is necessary 
to evaluate weed killers properly, 
since the chemicals may build up in 
the soil with disastrous results. New 
chemicals should be used with great 
caution if no information concern. 
ing them is available from nearby 
nurserymen or from experiment sta. 
tions—growers have lost as much 
as $5,000 on one crop by not heed- 
ing this advice. Dr. Bing further 
advised all nurserymen to check the 
labels on weed killers each time they 
are used; specifications and rates of 
applications may change as research 
progresses, he said.

cussed methods of controls found 
to be satisfactory at the Long Island 
laboratory.

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softening the architectural lines of 
the building. They are, however, 
only one element in the enhance- 
ment of the over-all appearance of 
the house. Background trees, the 
lawn and light and shade patterns 
all play a part in the landscape. 
Foundation plantings are used pri- 
marily to make doorways more in- 
viting and to soften the hard lines 
of corners. 


There is a tendency on the part 
of many homeowners to put plants 
wherever there are blank spaces and 
to use too many of an upright char- 
acter. Too many uprights, especially 
for ranch-style homes, destroy the 
effect of the architect’s horizontal 
lines; plants should complement, not 
fight, these lines. Uprights are used 
only to soften hard, upright lines 
of the house. 


It is not necessary, Mr. Johnson 
continued, to plant every inch of 
space around the house. This re- 
sults in too heavy an appearance, 
involving too much pruning and 
maintenance. With houses of pleas- 
ing architectural lines, plants should 
be used to show these off to advan- 
tage rather than to hide them. 


Columnar Plant Use 


Upright plants should be care- 
fully used to cover up, to camouflage 
and to soften bad architectural fea- 
tures. Often trees planted away from 
the house can do this more effec- 
tively than columnar plants included 
in the foundation plantings. Inter- 
esting houses with pleasing, unbal- 
anced structural lines should have 
informal plantings fitting the char- 
acter of the design. Blank sides can 
be screened by small trees off to the 
side rather than by heavy founda- 
tion plantings. Plants do not always 
have to be in the ground; they can 
frequently be in tubs as part of the 
foundation planting. 


In developing his talk, Mr. John- 
son showed drawings of contempo- 
rary homes he had sketched in 
Maryland, as well as pictures from 
home and garden magazines and 
real estate advertisements from local 
newspapers. From these he pointed 
out the good and bad features of 
landscaping for the various styles 
of modern architecture involved. 
Some of these, he explained, could 
well use foreground plantings rather 
than foundation plantings to en- 
hance the appearance of the houses. 
He suggested setting window boxes 
on bricks outside ground-level pic- 
ture windows, where foundation 
plantings would interfere with both 
ventilation and the view.

With 
color slides Mr. Schmidt showed his 
audience how many of the common 
and rarer plants can be used in 
unusual ways to achieve attractive 
landscape effects. Uneven, spindly 
and otherwise unsalable materials 
can often, with a little patience, be 
trained and trimmed into handsome 
and salable specimens. 

A so-called rare plant is not nec. 
essarily an exotic one—it may be 
merely a plant one is not accustomed 
to using or an old tree of character 
growing in nearby woods.

ing, too little lime and fertilizer, 
lack of sunshine or too much traffic, 


It is highly desirable, Dr. Santel- 
mann said, to have the soil tested 
to establish the kind and amount’ 
of fertilizer needed both in establish. 
ing and maintaining any lawn; the 
same applies for lime additions, 
Once the soil is brought to the 
proper degree of neutrality it should 
be necessary to add only 80 pounds 
of ground lime or 50 pounds of hy- 
drated lime per 1,000 square feet 
of sod every four years to maintain 
a good-appearing lawn. Bluegrass 
should never be clipped below a 
height of one and one-half inches. 
Grass lower than that permits 
neither good turf nor good root 
development, makes for a weedier 
lawn and can cause greater insect 
and disease problems. 


Good Sprinkling Methods 


Sprinkling, as done by most home- 
owners, is of no value except for 
newly seeded lawns. On established 
grass a full inch of water is needed 
to do any good during dry weather. 
Several empty coffee cans set under 
the drip of the sprinkler will show 
the amount of water that has been 
applied. When an inch of water is 
in each can, the sprinkler should 
be moved to another part of the 
lawn. 

The final speaker on the short 
course program was LeMoyne Ho- 
gan, department of horticulture, 
University of Maryland, College 
Park, Md. 

In summarizing the most impor- 
tant factors of azalea fertilization, 
he said that azaleas require a pH 
of 4.5 to 5.5; they do best in soils 
high in organic matter; they require 
nitrogen in concentrations relatively 
higher than those of phosphorus 
or potassium; fertilizing should be- 
gin soon after blooming and con- 
tinue at monthly intervals until the 
middle part of July for those plants 
that are to be left outdoors for the 
winter, and plants to be brought in 
for forcing should be fertilized until 
the end of September. 





ENGLISH FLAME GUN 


From England comes a new type 
of flame gun which has been popular 
there for two years for garden and 
household jobs.

A home lawn sprinkler irrigation 
system need not be a luxury, as some 
people believe, but rather a sound in- 
vestment, according to R. J. Schnei- 
der, Sprinkler Irrigation Corp., East 
Peoria, IIl., one of the speakers ap- 
pearing at the recent Ohio short 
course. The first presentation on the 
landscape gardeners’ day program, 
which was reported in full in the 
February 15 issue of the American 
Nurseryman, Mr. Schneider’s talk 
was entitled “Irrigation Systems for 
Home Grounds.” 


Water Facts 


With the ever-increasing emphasis 
placed on landscaping and on lawn 
and garden care, it is becoming 
more and more evident to most, that 
proper watering is essential to prop- 
er growth and maintenance of plants. 
To illustrate the dependency of 
plants on water, Mr. Schneider pre- 
sented these facts: (1) 30 per cent 
of a productive soil is water; (2) 75 
per cent of a typical growing plant 
is water, and (3) 95 per cent of the 
ingredients of plants are furnished 
by water and air; only 5 per cent 
of the plant’s ingredients are sup- 
plied by the soil. 

A plant can be compared to a 
machine, such as a pump, through 
which water passes from the soil 
into the air. Since a plant extracts 
most of its food from the water that 
passes through it, then growth is 
generally directly proportional to 
the constant and the total amount 
of water available. Therefore, for 
proper growth, a plant must have 
ample water available in the feeder 
root zone of the soil profile, and this 
supply of water must be periodically 
replenished. To do this properly, 
easily and economically, is the func- 
tion of a lawn-irrigation system, ac- 
cording to Mr. Schneider. 

A poorly designed or a poorly 
installed permanent underground 
sprinkler system may be a source of 
constant and continuous irritation. 
The system should be designed and 
installed correctly to insure complete 
customer satisfaction. 


Layout Factors 


Before one can begin to design a 
sprinkler system properly, he must 
know something of the water supply, 
the size and approximate length of 
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service line, location of the meter 
i pressure available. The designer 
uld also have a scaled sketch of 
area, accurately outlining build- 
s, walks, drives, shrubs, trees, 
Mr. Schneider emphasized that 
osing the correct sprinkler for 
area or areas to be covered is 
hly important.

Choice of Sprinkler Types 


It is usually best to use part 
circle sprinklers along drives, walks 
and buildings and to use full-circle 
sprinklers in open areas. There are 
many makes of good sprinkler head; 
available. They can all be generally 
classified into three basic types: (1) 
Stationary sprays or pop-ups, (2) 
rotary pop-ups, and (3) impulse. 
actuated sprinklers. 

For small lawns, the spray or sta- 
tionary pop-up type sprinklers are 
usually used. Coverage will range 
from about 15 to 30 feet in diam. 
eter. Their application rate will vary 
from .75 inches per hour to about 
2.5 inches per hour. Rotary pop-ups 
or impulse-type sprinklers are more 
practical on larger lawn areas. Ro- 
tary pop-ups will cover an area from 
40 to 100 feet in diameter at a rate 
of .50 to .75 inches per hour. Im- 
pulse-actuated sprinklers will cover 
areas from 70 to 200 feet in diam- 
eter at a rate of .25 to .50 inches per 
hour. 

In many installations there may 
be wide-open areas to be covered 
and also small ornamental areas. 
There may be shallow-rooted plants

cation but more frequent watering 
than would deeper-rooted plants. 
Mr. Schneider pointed out that it is 
often necessary to use combinations 
of sprinklers within the same system. 
Because of the differences in appli- 
cation rates, which determine the 
period these different sprinklers need 
to be operated, it is important that 
only sprinklers of the same applica- 
tion rates be connected in the same 
circuit. 

On slopes, the application rate 
must be reduced to prevent run-off 
and wash. The steeper the slope, 
the lower should be the rate of appli- 
cation. Sandy soils take water much 
faster than clay soils, but clay soils 
will hold much more water per inch 
of depth. To figure the application 
rate, Mr. Schneider gave the follow- 
ing formula: (G.P.M. stands for gal- 
lons per minute.) 

Application rate (in inches per 
hour) = 96.3 & G.P.M. 


Area (in sq. ft.) 

Sprinkler coverages should be 
overlapped when covering a rectan- 
gular or square area, to prevent dry 
spots. Well designed sprinklers apply 
a greater amount of water close to 
the sprinkler, and the application 
rate uniformly decreases toward the 
outer perimeter of coverage. This

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will give a uniform rate of applica- 
tion when the sprinklers are proper- 
ly overlapped. If sprinklers are 
spaced in a square pattern, the dis- 
tance between sprinklers should not 
exceed 65 per cent of the diameter 
of coverage, according to Mr. 
Schneider. Sprinklers that cover an 
area 60 feet in diameter should be 
spaced a maximum of 39 feet apart 
on square spacing and a maximum 
of 45 feet apart in triangular spac- 
ing. Mr. Schneider pointed out that 
closer spacings give better overlap 
and generally better distribution. 
Mr. Schneider thinks that the 
type of pipe used, whether copper, 
galvanized or plastic (polyethylene, 
Kralastic or polyvinyl chloride), if 


properly installed, will do a good 
job. Polyethylene, or flexible plastic, 
pipe, has been used extensively and 
is perhaps the most controversial, 
primarily because of the varied re- 
sults obtained by installers. Most 
problems usually encountered when 
using this type of pipe can be elimi- 
nated, according to Mr. Schneider, 
by (1) using a good grade of pipe 
made by a reputable manufacturer, 
(2) using metal fittings and (3) 
using metal pipe in the areas where 
digging or cultivation are occasion- 
ally necessary. 

The majority of the problems en- 
countered when using the rigid plas- 
tics, such as Kralastic or PVC, can

Perennial Growing 


Robert Bennerup, Sunny Border 
Nurseries, Kensington, Conn., con- 
cluded the afternoon session with a 
well-illustrated talk, entitled “Peren- 
nials.”” 

At the present time, he said, there 
is a trend for nurserymen in this 
country to discontinue growing per- 
ennials. In Europe, hardy perennials 
play a highly important part, not 
only in the home gardens but in 
large public gardens, parks and 
cemeteries. 

Many perennial growers in this 
country are leaning toward speciali- 
zation, as can be noted by the grow- 
ers of a selected few plant varieties, 
of iris, hemerocalis, peonies and lilies, 
for example. 

The prepackaging of perennials 
in aluminum foil to facilitate han- 
dling was discouraged by Mr. Ben- 
nerup. He felt that the garden 
center can handle plants at a greater 
profit if they are dug and planted 
directly into pots. With some plants, 
such as peony and mertensia, plants 
can be dug in the fall and held over 
winter in storage. It is difficult to 
provide water and give other ade- 
quate care for most prepackaged 
plants. This frequently makes it 
necessary to reduce the price on 
deteriorating plants or discard a 
high percentage because they be- 
come unsalable.

Banquet Speaker 


The first day of the short course 
was concluded with a banquet, and 
Robert Copeland was presented as 
the speaker for the evening. Mr. 
Copeland is a reasearch meteorolo- 
gist with Allied Research Associates, 
Inc., and is an associate meteorolo- 
gist with station WBZ-TV, Boston. 
His topic was “Our New England 
Weather.” 

By the effective use of slides, Mr. 
Copeland was able to show New 
England weather patterns through 
the four seasons. He also showed 
how modern science and the con- 
quest of outer space would greatly 
increase the effectiveness of long- 
range weather forecasting. 


Wyman on “Ground Covers” 


The Friday morning _ session 
started promptly with the introduc- 
tion of Dr. Donald Wyman, horti- 
culturist, Arnold Arboretum, Jamai- 
ca Plain, Mass. In discussing “Some 
Interesting Vines and Ground Cov- 
ers,’ Dr. Wyman made effective use 
of color slides to illustrate some 
of the commoner as well as the lesser 
known vines and ground covers. 

The following vines Dr. Wyman 
listed as having merit for landscape 
use: Actinidia arguta; Akebia qui- 
nata (fast-growing vine with excel- 
lent foliage); Ampelopsis brevipe- 
dunculata (interesting berries and 
fall color); aristolochia (heavy foli- 
age); campsis (both orange and 
yellow-flowered varieties good) ; Ce- 
lastrus orbiculata and C. scandens 
(both male and female plants nec- 
essary for good fruiting); Clematis 
paniculata (easiest of the clematis 
to grow); Euonymus fortunei (foli- 
age somewhat variable but still 
excellent as an evergreen type); 
Lonicera henryi (preferred over L. 
japonica halliana, since it is not so 
rank growing); parthenocissus (un- 
surpassed for fall color); Polygonum 
auberti (may die back but grows 
out quickly); wistaria (Chinese 
types have shorter flower cluster 
with all flowers blooming at once; 
Japanese types have long cluster 
with flowers opening gradually, 
starting at the top).

Because of the loss of plant vigor 
during winter storage, Mr. Corliss 
feels that better quality bare-root 
stock can be supplied if the digging 
of such plants is done in early spring. 
At his nursery the plants are then 
stored at a heeling-in area which 
is readily accessible for filling orders. 

In his firm’s operations, most con- 
tainer-grown stock is put up for 
late-season sales, with the excep- 
tion of a few difficult-to-handle 
plants such as cotoneaster and pyra- 
cantha, which are handled entirely 
in this manner. 


Planting Methods 


Sterling Myrick, of Littlefield- 
Wyman Nurseries, Inc., Abington, 
Mass., said in his talk on “Proper 
Planting Methods,” that although 
the first cost may be higher on a 
good planting, replacement trips are 
reduced and the sales costs are 
lower. 

When preparing a hole for plant- 
ing a tree, Mr. Myrick suggested 
that one make its size the tree root 
diameter plus two feet and the root 
depth plus six inches. For shrubs 
he suggested using the shrub root 
diameter plus one foot and the root 
depth plus four inches when figuring 
the size of the hole. He stressed the 
importance of using a good grade 
of loam, with humus and fertilizer 
added to it, when one sets out any 
plant material. 

Regardless of the type of plant, 
handling care is important to avoid 
damage to the branches and loosen- 
ing of the soil ball. The use of a 
tarpaulin is essential when plants 
are being trucked, to prevent drying 
out and whipping of the branches, 
Mr. Myrick advised. 

The planting operation he des- 
cribed as consisting of four steps: 
(1) Putting loam in the bottom of 
the hole, (2) filling the hole two- 
thirds or three-quarters, (3) rolling 
down the burlap if the plant is B&B 
and (4) puddling thoroughly with 
sufficient water to eliminate air 
pockets. When the planting is fin- 
ished, a shallow saucer or depression 
will help to hold water around the 
plant. The use of mulching materials 
such as manure, peat, sugar cane or 
wood chips was suggested as a means 
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fect tracking. 
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point by point—and you'll see why buyers 
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of conserving moisture and reducing 
weed problems. 


Care after Planting 


Herbert C. Fordham, extension 
specialist in home horticulture at the 
Waltham field station, concluded the 
panel discussion with a talk on 
“Proper Care after Planting.” 
Whereas the nurseryman and land- 
scape man may know what should 
be done to maintain a planting, the 
average homeowner is obliged to 
care for it himself. Therefore, Mr. 
Fordham said, easy-to-follow main- 
tenance suggestions should be given 
with every planting, a practice that 
would also improve good customer 
relations. 

During dry periods, the equiva- 
lent of at least one inch of rain per 
week should be given new plantings. 
When sprinklers are being used, a 
shallow pan or coffee can, set un- 
der the sprinkler, provides a simple 
means of determining when one inch 
of water has been applied. The use 
of mulch will help reduce the need 
for frequent watering and control 
weeds as well. 

Little pruning should be _neces- 
sary during the first season of a 
newly established planting other 
than to remove any branches in- 
jured during planting or to cut 
back an occasional shoot to retain 
a plant’s symmetry. Flowering 
shrubs will need periodic pruning 
to remove some of the oldest growth 
to restore the plant’s vigor. Dis- 
eased or injured branches should be 
taken out whenever they appear on 
a plant. 

The average homeowner does not 
want to bother with a great variety 
of fertilizers. Broad-leaved ever- 
greens and other ericaceous plants, 
however, will do best with early- 
spring applications of an organic 
fertilizer such as cottonseed meal or 
one of the specially formulated 
broad-leaved evergreen fertilizers 
found in most garden supply stores. 
One of the standard garden fertil- 
izers, such as a 5-10-10 or 5-10-5, 
can be safely recommended for most 
perennials, shrubs or ground cover 
plants. 

The average homeowner prefers 
to use an all-purpose spray mixture 
for general plant pest control. Such 
sprays are also readily available in 
all garden supply stores. With the 
increase in mite resistance to mala- 
thion, it may be necessary to sub- 
stitute Kelthane or Tedion. Both 
are compatible with all but a few 
of the more commonly used _pesti- 
cides. However, their use should be 
checked before mixing is done.

such as salt marsh hay, straw or 
other coverings, to perennial beds, 
he should wait until the ground 
freezes. The primary reason for us- 
ing mulches is to keep the ground 
frozen and prevent alternate heav- 
ing and thawing. For less hardy 
shrubs set in exposed locations, the 
use of snow fencing, scrub ever- 
green boughs or burlap might be 
considered, but none of these give a 
particularly attractive appearance. 

After a brief question and answer 
period, Mr. Kelsey brought the 
short course to a close with the an- 
nouncement of Harold D. Steven- 
son’s appointment as new chairman 
of the Massachusetts Nurserymen’s 
Association educational committee. 
Mr. Kelsey received a round of ap- 
plause for his active part in develop- 
ing these programs. 





NEMATODES CARRY VIRUS 


A dagger nematode, a destructive 
plant parasite, has been found to be 
a carrier of plant virus. In studies 
carried out by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in coopera- 
tion with a state agency, the nema- 
tode Xiphinema index transmitted 
fanleaf virus of grapevine from in- 
fected to healthy plants. 

No nematode had previously been 
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proved a carrier of plant viruses. But 
plant pathologist W. B. Hewitt and 
nematologist D. J. Raski, California 
agricultural experiment station, Da- 
vis, linked the dagger nematode to 
the slow spread of fanleaf. They 
worked with American Rose Society 
plant pathologist A. C. Goheen in 
identifying the carrier. 


The discovery suggests that fanleaf 
virus spread in grape yards might be 


prevented if a satisfactory method 
is found to control the nematodes 
around the roots of living grape- 
vines.

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Midwest Officials Discuss 


Japanese Beeile Control 


The destructive Japanese beetle 
poses a serious potential threat to 
nursery production in Illinois and 
other midwestern states. Reports on 
the status of control and quarantine 
measures in three central states and 
in New Jersey, where the beetle was 
first found, were heard in a panel 
discussion presented January 12 at 
the convention of the Illinois State 
Nurserymen’s Association. (Other 
convention sessions at the Hotel 
La Salle, Chicago, Ill., were reported 
in the February 1 issue of the Ameri- 
can Nurseryman. ) 

In an address that introduced the 
panel discussion, Stillman Stan- 
ard, director of agriculture in IIli- 
nois, stated that the Japanese beetle 
has been bothersome to the state 
for a number of years, having spread 
from the east. In the period 1936 to 
1959, 46,000 acres were treated. In 
the past year, as much acreage was 
treated as in all the previous years. 
He stated that it costs $5.25 per acre 
for the dusting material. This past 
year, 8,250 traps have been spread 
about the state. The heaviest infes- 
tations in the state have been found 
in South Chicago, Mattoon and the 
Sheldon area. Mr. Stanard firmly 
believes that the beetle should be 
eradicated from the state, as Illinois 
is a frontier zone as far as Japanese 
beetle is concerned, since the pest 
is not found in the states to the 
west. 


Federal Aid Needed 


Mr. Stanard strongly contended 
that the United States Department 
of Agriculture should contribute 
half of the funds to eradicate the 
Japanese beetle from the state, with 
the state contributing the other 
half. Mr. Stanard stated that in 
1952 and 1953, $24,000 was appro- 
priated by the state to control the 
Japanese beetle. In 1959 Mr. Stan- 
ard asked for $110,000, and for the 
next two years he has asked $215.,- 
000. 

He stated that in South Chicago, 
500 acres need to be hand treated; 
in Sheldon, 40,000 acres need treat- 
ment, and near the Sheldon area, 
along the Indiana state line, 35,000 
acres require treatment. 

Every time dusting is done, com- 
plaints are received that fish and 
birds are being killed. Due to an 
article in a Chicago newspaper that 


a wholesale slaughter of wildlife had 
resulted due to a spraying of hepta- 


clor to kill Japanese beetle in the 
Joliet area, Mr. Stanard dispatched 
a number of state inspectors to learn 


if the accusation were true. One 


hundred and twenty-one dead birds 
were produced by the city, and 110 
of these were sparrows. Most of the

the treated area, and 98 per 
of the birds belonged to the 
nce class. The statement that 
a wholesale loss of bird life was ex- 
perienced was a gross exaggeration, 
he affirmed. The 121 birds were 
given a post-mortem by staff mem- 
bers of the Illinois Natural History 
Survey, and a chemical analysis of 


the remains was made. It was 
found that several of the birds had 
been killed by guns and there was 


no heptachlor in 40 per cent of the 
birds, while in the others there was 
not enough heptachlor to be fatal. 
People do not like the use of 
chemical treatment of any kind, he 
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said, but it is necessary, as the Japa- 
nese beetle will do extensive dam. 
age to agricultural crops if left un. 
controlled. 


New Jersey Report 


After Mr. Stanard’s address, the 
panel discussion was heard. First to 
speak was Frank A. Soraci, director 
of agriculture for the state of New 
Jersey. Japanese beetle was original- 
ly found in the city of Riverton, 
N. J., in 1916, he stated. It spread 
rapidly, and since 1919 a quarantine 
has existed in the state. The Japa- 
nese beetle was found at Detroit, 
Mich., in 1932, and at Chicago in 
1934. A survey of nonregulated 
areas was made in 1958 by the 
U. S. D. A. and covered 14 states, 
in which 60,000 acres of soil had 
been treated. It was found in the 
east that there had been a reduc- 
tion of Japanese beetle through the 
use of introduced parasites. 

A careful system of quarantine of 
nursery stock has been maintained 
in New Jersey, stated Mr. Soraci. 
The cost to dip bare-root stock is 
not high, but for B&B stock the cost 
is 10 to 12 cents for an 18-inch ball. 
Thus, to move the stock out of a 
quarantined area into a noninfested 
area is costly.

forcement of the quarantine cost the 
state of New Jersey $45,000 a year 
and the U. S. government $45,000 
per year. It is estimated, he said, 
that in 1959 the Japanese beetle 
cost homeowners over one-half mil- 
lion dollars. This does not include 
the damage done to golf courses. 


Michigan Data 


Next on the program was C. A. 
Boyer, director of agriculture for 
the state of Michigan. In combating 
the problem of Japanese beetle in 
the state of Michigan, Mr. Boyer 
stated that the community cooper- 
ates with the U. S. D. A. and the 
state department of agriculture in 
fighting infestations. In 1959, 31,000 
acres were treated to eradicate the 
pest. For anyone trying to fight 
the Japanese beetle in the state, he 
suggested using the tri-party pro- 
gram. 

Once the beetle builds up in a 
state and a federal quarantine is 
imposed, nothing is done about the 
area, and the population continues 
to build up and it will migrate. Mr. 
Boyer firmly believes that the con- 
trol of the beetle is not a state propo- 
sition and should be undertaken on 
a national basis by the U. S. govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Boyer stated that the great-

est acreage treated up to this year in 
the state of Michigan was 1,000 
acres, but this year 31,000 acres 
were treated. He concluded by ex- 
pressing a belief that a state cannot 
afford to live with the Japanese 
beetle; it is necessary to fight it. 

The commissioner of agriculture 
from the state of Minnesota, Byron 
Allen, was next heard. He stated 
that Minnesota does not have the 
Japanese beetle or the Dutch elm 
disease, but he thought that the 
spread of the beetle to the state 
might be inevitable. He admonished 
the state of Indiana for its poor ef- 
forts in fighting the problem. He, 
too, believes that the Japanese bee- 
tle should be treated as a national 
problem. With the opening of the 


St. Lawrence seaway,; additional 
problems in plant disease will be 
created, and he feels that one state 
agency should back up another in 
its fight on plant diseases and pests. 


Viewpoints in Wisconsin 


Concluding the panel discussion 
was a talk by Donald M. Mc- 
Dowell, director of agriculture for 
the state of Wisconsin. He related 
that the Japanese beetle has not cre- 
ated any problem in the state of 
Wisconsin. In 1947, 1,500 traps were 
put out, but no beetles were found. 
In the year 1956, one Japanese bee- 
tle was found in a trap located in 
South Milwaukee. In 1957, two were 
found, so that 1,100 traps were put 
out in 1958 and 1959, but no bee-

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shrubs should be stuck and buds in 
the field tied to stakes. Understocks 
are rubbed down to clean them of 
sprouts. 

In July, early-ripening shrub seeds 
begin to appear. The middle crop 
of softwood cuttings, such as for- 
sythia and philadelphus, should be 
stuck. Softwood cuttings stuck earlier 
in the year should be potted. All soft- 
wood cuttings, said Mr. Flemer, are 
potted in peat pots at Princeton 
Nurseries. The end of July, field bud- 
ding of honey locust, plums, etc., is 
carried out. 

In August, seeds of medium-ripen- 
ing shrubs are collected, such as 
Viburnum sieboldi, Cornus mas and 
Magnolia glauca. Seed beds are pre- 
pared and gassed to kill the weeds. 
The beds should be four feet wide, 
but can vary in length. Peat moss is 
added, with fertilizer if necessary, 
and rototilling is performed. Dow 
MC-2 is used under a polyethylene 
cover. Beds are aired for a week, 
rototilled and then aired for another 
week. Viburnum seeds are sown for 
2-year plants. The late crop of soft- 
wood cuttings is made up. This is a 
big month for budding in the field. 
Grafts are tied with rubber ties; 
however, the new plastic ties are 
faster, said Mr. Flemer. Softwood 
cuttings of varieties stuck in July 
are potted up and placed in cold- 
frames to harden up. 

September is the month in which 
the major portion of the shrubs ripen 
seeds. In late September, rhododen- 
dron cutting propagation is started. 
This is the best time to graft on 
established potted understock. The 
last of the softwood cuttings is potted 
up. 

October is the biggest seed-collect- 
ing month. The first frost opens up 
capsules of some seeds, and they are 
shot away; so seeds have to be col- 
lected before this happens. Taxus 
seeds are collected in this month, 
and at the end of October, fall maple 
seeds are collected. Acorns are also 
gathered during this period. 

In November, late-maturing seeds 
are collected. Stone fruit seeds are 
sown, as well as seeds of plants be- 
longing to the rose family. Two-year 
seed is stratified, and conifer cuttings 
are stuck. 

In December, the balance of the 
conifer cuttings should be stuck in 
sand. Mouse bait is put in the seed- 
bed area. Seeds should be cleaned for 
spring sowing. Seedlings from the 
previous summer should be dug, 
graded and heeled in. Viburnum and 
dogwood, he said, do not store well. 
In this month, scion wood should be 
stored for grafting in January.

Dr. Fogg related that 195 
genera from China and southeastern 
Asia have contributed 1,045 species 
of woody plants in the United States. 


Botanic exploration started with 
Engelbrecht Kaempher, who brought 
back many plants. Early explorers 
were missionaries, he said. James 
Cunningham went out in 1698, tak- 
ing back many plants to Europe. 
Pierre D’Incarville, a Jesuit mis- 
sionary, penetrated to the interior 
of China and took back many plants 
to Europe. 


First to China 


The first botanist to go to China 
was Peter Osbeck, in 1750. He ex- 
plored the mountains around Pekin 
and then went to Canton. Karl 
Peter —Thunberg sent back many 
pressed specimens. William Kerr, in 
1803, was sent out by the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, Kew, England. 

The Germans were interested in 
plant exploration in China and Ja- 
pan. Franz Phillip von Siebold and 
Alexander von Bunge were explorers 
who had many plants named after 
them. 

Robert Fortune, a collector for the 
horticultural society in London, 
went to China in 1842. Among the 
many plants he took back were a 
wide variety of tree peonies.

Sessions Held in Oregon 


By Charles H 


Featured at the opening session of 
the Oregon short course held Febru- 
ary 2 and 3 at Oregon State College, 
Corvallis, was a.talk on “The Uni- 
versity of Washington Arboretum— 
Its Organization, Services and Plant 
Collections,” by Brian O. Mulligan, 
director of the arboretum.

Chemical Control of Plant Growth 


Dr. Neil W. Stuart, physiologist, 
crops research division, agricultural 
research service, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Beltsville, 
Md., talked about present facts and 
future possibilities in the chemical 
control of plant growth. His inter- 
esting talk was well illustrated with 
colored slides. 


He said that there are many con- 
trols used in plant growth, not the 
least of which is nutrient applica- 
tion. Tied closely with nutrient con- 
trol is weed control. By controlling 
weeds with chemical herbicides and 
insects and diseases with insecticides, 
fungicides and antibiotics, one great- 
ly enhances the growth of cultivated 
plants indoors and outdoors, said Dr. 
Stuart. 


Growth of plants can now be ac- 
celerated or retarded with the use 
of chemicals. Acceleration is possi- 
ble with the use of gibberellin, but 
this is not always desirable, for some 
plants develop spindly, unsightly 
growth when this chemical is ap- 
plied. Also, there is the matter of 
learning how much growth should 
be speeded by specific applications 
of gibberellin to the various plants. 
Gibberellin | promotes growth of 
many plant species, stimulates accu- 
mulation of dry matter, breaks dor- 
mancy, accelerates flowering and 
broadens temperature and photo- 
period environment in which a plant 
may successfully be grown, he said. 
Correct use of gibberellin, he said, 
should make it possible to produce 
desirable plants of some kinds in 
less time, but greater understanding 
of the material is needed before 
growers can use it with the proper 
degree of accuracy. On some plants,

H. E. Morrison, associate ento- 
mologist, O. S. C., covered sym.

BHC or lindane will often doa 
good job of controlling symphylids, 
he said; one should use the safer 
dosages of 10 to 15 pounds of 10 
per cent BHC per acre or one to one 
and one-half pounds of lindane.

that these materials were not rec- 
ommended. 

Parathion, at the rate of five 
pounds toxicant per acre, as a total 
soil treatment has been recommend- 
ed as a crop protectant, he said. 
Parathion enables a crop to estab- 
lish a good root system and grow 
away from a symphylid attack. Some 
growers have used parathion suc- 
cessfully for five or six seasons, but 
have not measurably reduced the 
symphylid population. Some of the 
state’s most fertile land has been re- 
duced to marginal land, he said, dur- 
ing the past few years, because of 
symphylids. 

Soil fumigants offer good protec- 
tion against these pests. He recom- 
mended the following dosages of 
fumigants: D-D mixture, 30 gallons 
per acre; Vapam, 20 gallons per 
acre; Nemagon, Fumazone or Nema- 
fume, 42.5 pounds or five gallons of 
30 per cent material per acre; 
Telone, 30 gallons per acre, or 85 
per cent ethylene dibromide at the 
rate of 10 gallons per acre. 

The proper time for symphylid 
control is August and early Sep- 
tember, if favorable weather pre- 
vails, because it is at this time that 
the symphylids are closest to the 
surface of the soil, where the tem- 
perature is warmer then.

earlier, soil fumigants are usually 
not successful. 


Either the blade or shank type of 
soil fumigator can be used success- 
fully, but it is important to have 
enough power and traction for appli- 
cation at the depth of 10 to 12 
inches. This places the material be- 
low the symphylids. The width of 
the shank spacings should not ex- 
ceed eight to nine inches for most 
fumigants. If Vapam is used, 4-inch 
spacings are needed. 

The soil should be well prepared. 


In the spring, the soil should be 
plowed to a depth of 12 inches or 
more. After disking, one should al- 
low sufficient time to elapse to per- 
mit decomposition of the cover crop 
or crop refuse. An excess of organic 
matter will impede the mechanical 
application of the fumigant, he said, 
and it will also tend to absorb and 
inactivate the fumigant. 

He warned growers to be sure 
that no clods exist in the soil before 
the application of the fumigant.

said Dr. Gould, and this includes 
the use of proper varieties, watering, 
fertilizing and mowing. Proper nitro- 
en fertilization is the best control 
yet found for the red thread disease, 
he said, but care must be taken not 
to overdo it, or the excess nitrogen 
will increase fusarium attack. Too 
little water and fertilization will 
make the turf more susceptible to 
attack by the fairy-ring fungus, and 
too high cutting will result in matted 
grass that molds underneath. 

Fungicides have been found defi- 
nitely necessary for fusarium dis- 
ease control on golf greens, he said, 
and further research will probably 
demonstrate their necessity for home 
lawn use. Certain mercury and 
cadmium compounds have given 
best results, Dr. Gould pointed out in 
conclusion. 


New and Unusual Plants 


Brian O. Mulligan covered “New 
and Unusual Plants at the Univer- 
sity of Washington Arboretum.” He 
began by naming the steps necessary 
in introducing new or improved 
plants to the public. After the plants 
are obtained, they must be evalu- 
ated, he said, with the best being 
selected for further testing. Then the 
plants must be brought to public 
notice and distributed through local 
nurseries. 

Plants to be brought to the pub- 
lic’s attention, he said, are plant- 
ed in conspicuous positions, and il- 
lustrated articles about them are pub- 
lished in the Arboretum Bulletin and 
in nurserymen’s publications. Col- 
ored slides of the new introductions 
are used in talks to groups, and col- 
ored postcards or slides are placed 
on sale in the arboretum office. Radio 
mention or display on television is 
sought. Special descriptive signs on 
plants during their main season are 
used to help acquaint the public with 
the new introductions. Mr. Mulli- 
gan then named new or unusual 
plants which he felt should be known 
and used. 

O. C. Compton, associate horti- 
culturist, O. S. C., talked about 
“Foliar Nutrient Sprays.” He told 
about the newest materials and best 
ways of application for foliar nutri- 
ent spraying, recommending it in 
many instances. 

Dr. Frank P. McWhorter, plant 
pathologist, O. S. C., was the fea- 
tured speaker for the banquet, which 
was held the first evening, in the 
Memorial Union tea room. His in- 
structive and humorous talk was en- 
titled “Oriental Ornamentals and 
Ornamental Orientals.” Dr. Mc-

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housing on “the cuff” in the 1960's 
as was done in the 1950s. 

Inflation is possible, said Dr. Wood, 
and one of the dangers is that people 
are likely to think of the present as 
the new norm, when it may not 
be.

Ninety per cent of green goods, 
pesticides and soil conditioners and 
30 per cent of tools are bought in 
nursery and garden supply stores in 
California, he said. However, the 
competition is not idle, as there are 
40 different types of retail outlets 
that handle garden materials. The 
trend is toward 1-stop garden cen- 
ters, and it will not be long before 
small operators will be in the same 
position as the corner grocery was 
30 years ago. 

One cannot legislate competition 
out of the picture, he said. Instead, 
those in the trade must prepare 
themselves for the opportunities of 
the fabulous sixties. Nurseries can 
get a fair share of the decade’s busi- 
ness, he said. Foot and automo- 
bile traffic must be considered when 
a garden center is located; adequate 
parking is a must. 

Next he dealt with the planning of 
a garden center, refering to the site, 
size, the type of sales building, lath 
area, glasshouse area, paved path- 
ways, adequate lighting, service area, 
etc. All this costs money, and it 
is not possible to cut corners. The 
garden center today should sell nurs- 
ery stock, cut flowers, giftware, tools, 
fertilizers, insecticides, soil condition- 
ers, etc. Additional service depart- 
ments which can be operated are 
those equipped for mowing and 
landscaping. 

Good service is absolutely essen- 
tial; the personnel should be well 
trained and the salesmen good. Con- 
cerning inventory, he said that it is 
important to have a good turnover 
of seasonable items. The markup 
should be at least 40 per cent on 
hard items and 50 per cent at least 
on perishable stock. He advised pack- 
aging in all lines. 

Concerning credit and cash busi- 
ness, Mr. Schneider said that it is 
mportant to have the proper setup 
for collecting accounts. Higher prices

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he dealt with standardizing the soil 
mix and the container, which are 
the two most important facets of 
automation in a nursery, he said. 

In the Mountain View Nurseries 
operation, a combination of peat and 
perlite is used, Mr. Nuffer said. Peat 
is obtained from a single firm, and 
it comes from a certain bog, he said. 
The perlite also comes from one firm 
and must be uniform in quality. This 
is one of the big secrets connected 
with handling plants in containers, 
Without a uniform planting mix, the 
problems become serious. 

The canning machine used by his 
firm, said Mr. Nuffer, is capable of 
handling from 300 to 3,000 cans 
per hour. A crew of eight can han. 
dle 2,000 cans per hour, the work 
including getting liners from cold- 
frames, mixing the soil and placing 
the planted containers in field beds. 
Once in the field beds, the feeding 
and watering become semi-automatic 
processes. In closing, Mr. Nuffer said 
that he was convinced that automa- 
tion will make it possible, at last, 
to attract higher-caliber help to the 
industry, which in itself will tend 
to accelerate the growth of the nurs- 
ery industry. 


Nematode Injury 


“Nematodes as Plant Parasites” 
was the topic discussed by Dr. Har- 
old J. Jensen, associate nematologist, 
O. S. C. Although the early concept 
of nematodes placed them in the 
role of harmless curios, this concept 
was short lived with the discovery 
more than 200 years ago that nema- 
todes could cause plant diseases. 
Now we know, he said, that 140 
(about 25 in Oregon) kinds of these 
minute, fragile, blind nematodes are 
considered nearly everywhere by the 
agriculturist as serious plant pests. 
Dr. Jensen listed the following meth- 
ods by which nematodes injure 
plants: 

(1) Causing tissue abnormalities 
or malformations, which result in 
dwarfing or distortion; (2) direct 
feeding, in which they deprive the 
plant of water and food necessary 
for growth; (3) producing wounds 
or lesions which cause partial or 
complete loss of various plant struc- 
tures and greatly impair functions 
necessary for plant growth; (4) mak- 
ing wounds through which other or- 
ganisms may enter the plant; (5) mi- 
grating through and ahead of rot- 
ting tissues and spreading other or- 
ganisms to healthy tissues; (6) de- 
stroying various reproductive tissues, 
thus inhibiting production, and (7) 
transmitting plant viruses. 

The final nursery session ended 
with a discussion of nursery insect, 
disease and marketing problems.

Session for Landscape Gardeners 


“What’s Behind the Design?” was 
the topic of three talks prepared for 
the landscape gardeners’ session by 
George N. Fredeen, assistant profes- 
sor of landscape architecture; 
Thomas E. Rickard, instructor in 
landscape architecture, and Donald 
J. Martel, head, department of land- 
scape architecture, all of O. S. C. 
Mr. Martel was also chairman for 
the program. 

The reason for gardens was ex- 
plored principally by Mr. Martel. 
Man achieves status in his commu- 
nity by exerting his influence, and 
he takes pleasure in his own achieve- 
ment and enjoys the respect of those 
around him. By exerting his influ- 
ence on the landscape, man achieves 
this status. 

Man attempts to do something 
about the future, over which he has 
little control. He does something to- 
day to cause something to happen at 
a later date so that, to a limited 
extent, at least, he modifies the fu- 
ture and causes the days of the fu- 
ture to be somewhat more to his lik- 
ing.

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HOUSE PLANTS PICTURED 


About two years ago, when “Ey. 
otica 1” was published, with its 64 
pages and 4,000 plant pictures, i 
was regarded as a stupendous under. 
taking. Not many months passed be. 
fore the edition was completely sold 
out at $17 a copy. 

Now its successor has appeared, a 
monumental work, in “Exotica 2.” 
revised and greatly enlarged, con. 
taining reproductions of 7,000 photo. 
graphs of exotic plants arranged by 
families, as well as 231 in color, in 
1,146 pages, 81x11 inches, bound in 
heavy buckram, at $25. It is modestly 
named the world’s most completely 
illustrated book on house plants ora 
pictorial cyclopedia of indoor plants. 

The pictures are excellent in de- 
tail and are of good size, usually nine 
to the large page and sometimes 
fewer. The list of families, with the 
number of plants represented by il- 
lustrations, is itself a partial measure 
of the remarkable book. 

The exotics, or tropical plants, 
pictured include all the many spe- 
cies and varieties generally seen as 
house plants, especially foliage 
plants. Also included are indoor 
plants of other types for conserva- 
tories and greenhouses. To mention 
a few figures, 545 orchids are pic- 
tured, 243 ferns, 525 begonias and 
370 bromeliads. 

The 280 gesneriads pictured in- 
clude saintpaulias, gloxinias and 
others. The 830 illustrated aroids 
include 250 philodendrons, as well 
as many caladiums, anthuriums and 
pothos. Even sansevierias number 36, 
though the trade is accustomed to 
only a few of this genus. Pictures 
of succulents number 1,470, includ- 
ing 700 cacti. 

The numerous pictures are valu- 
able to specialists in particular 
plants as well as to those who are 
interested primarily in different 
types of house plants. For instance, 
there are 30 pages devoted to pic- 
tures of scented geraniums and 
pelargoniums. Of the English ivy, 
known for its extreme variability, 
there are 88 varieties pictured in 
eight pages. 

In addition to the interesting il- 
lustrations, there are other notable 
features in the accompanying text, 
such as brief descriptions of the 
various plants, their families, origin 
and care; characteristics of 120 bo-

trated chapter on plants in the home 
and in arrangements; insect enemies 
and control, and a list of 3,300 com- 
mon names and botanical equiva- 
lents, making still more useful an in- 
clusive index at the end according 
to the botanical names of the plants 
pictured. 

Accompanying these are 466 line 
drawings and charts, 235 other il- 
lustrations and three large maps. 
The author of the work, A. B. Graf, 
has spent a lifetime in the culture 
of these plants, in charge of the 
large greenhouses of the Julius 
Roehrs Co. in New Jersey, during 
which he has made many trips to the 
countries from which these plants 
came. His travels are reflected in a 
fascinating section of 43 pages on 
plant geography and climatic back- 
ground, with interesting illustrations 
of plant growth and scenes in those 
countries. 

“Exotica 2” is a valuable reference 
for the garden center operator han- 
dling house plants, as well as a beau- 
tiful book for constant perusal by 
other persons interested in foliage 
plants and other exotics. 





USES OF POLYTHENE FILM 


The increasing use of plastic ma- 
terials in recent years makes timely 
a new book, “Polythene Film in 
Horticulture,” by Henry R. Spice, 
based mostly on experiments and ob- 
servations in Great Britain. In 176 
pages, with numerous instructive il- 
lustrations, the book is published by 
Faber & Faber, London, at $2.80. 


Polythene is the name used in Eng- 
land for the material known in this 
country more generally as polyethyl- 
ene. There are numerous similar 
plastic materials, and developments 
in these is advancing progress in 
their uses in horticulture likewise. 

This book will be instructive to 
commercial growers in this country, 
as well as in Great Britain, who are 
interested in the use of plastics in 
greenhouse and other operations. 
The author discusses building plastic 
greenhouses, the use of plastic film 
for lining greenhouses to save heat 
and using the film as an alternate 
to glass, fairly indicating the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of these 
practices. 

He treats numerous other uses of 
plastic in horticulture, as for cloches, 
frames and tunnel covers, more used 
in Europe than here. Also discussed 
are the uses of polythene in plant 
propagation, for inexpensive reser- 
voir linings and for irrigation in 
tubular form, for soil mulching, pack- 
aging and miscellaneous purposes.
